Romeu Tuma. the chief Brazilian 
investigator, said the complete offi- 
cial findings would be released later 
but gave no date. 

Tuma, head of the federal police 
ip Sao Paulo, said, “From an inves- 
tigative point of view there is abso- 
lutely no doubt that the body be- 
longs to anyone other than Josef 
Mengele.” 

As reporters crowded in., Tuma 
held up a facial reconstruction of 
Mengele made from a study of the 
Brazilian body by Brazilian, Amer- 
ican, West German and Israeli ex- 
perts.

Ex-Mossad chief: Mengele still alive

^ Former Mossad chief Isser Harel 
' believes the great effort being ex- 
pended to prove that Nazi war cri- 
minal Dr. Josef Mengele is dead is a 

- sure sign that he is still alive. 

“If his family was so concerned 
about telling the world he had died, 
why didn’t they do it when it hap- 
‘ pened in 1979, when pathologists 
•’ could have easily proven the dead 
man was Mengele?" Harel asked 
rhetorically during an interview on 
Kol Yisrael on Friday evening. 
“And if they didn't bother to say 
anything then, why bother now? 
Why not let the Jews and other Nazi 
hunters search for him in vain? They 

- could enjoy themselves laughing at 
Vus.” 


Harel thought the recent 
reawakening of public interest in 
Mengele - perhaps because of the 
public trial in Jerusalem, where vic- 
tims of his “medical experiments” 
told their stories - had scared 
Mengele and his friends into taking 
action which would change the direc- 
tion of public attention. 

Harel said the stories of an inter- 
national conspiracy of former Nazis 
are gross exaggerations, but that 
there is solidarity among Germans 
living in South America - most of 
them Nazi sympathizers - and they 
do tend to live in isolated, closely 
guarded homes. “You don't need an 
international conspiracy to make it 
hard to catch them; a local one is 
sufficient,” he said. 


‘No talks if Jordan gives PLO bases’ 


HAIFA. - If Jordan has granted the 
PLO permission to establish training 
camps in that country, as reported 
last week, that would foil the 
chances for negotiations with Jor- 
dan, Foreign Minister Yitzhak Sha- 
mir said here on Friday. 

Speaking to the local Herat Par- 
ty's Economics Gub.

SLA shelling causes Shi’ites to flee

METULLA. - At least 2,000 people 
have fled over the past two days from 
two Shi’ite villages north of the 

• Security zone in South Lebanon, 
fc^.whicb have recently come under fire 
*srfrora$LA artillery. 

The villages in question are 
Ya’atar and Kafra, which the SLA 
. has claimed are centres of terrorist 
activity against its men as well as 
against IDF soldiers in the security 
Tone. 

• Last week, two brothers from 
Ya’atar were killed during an SLA 


bombardment of the village. Their 
mother and three sisters were in- 
jured when their home colapsed on 
them. 

Some 25 houses in Ya’atar and 
Kafra have been destroyed over the 
past few days. 

There were three armed incidents 
in the security zone over the 
weekend, in which one SLA soldier 
was wounded. SLA positions were 
attacked in Hasbaya, Aramtha and 
Kantara. Large numbers of gunmen 
were involved in the attacks. The 
SLA returned fire. 


State Department tightens 
security after office shooting 


WASHINGTON (Reuter;. - The 
State Department has stepped up 
security measures after a young man 
\ shot and killed his mother and then 
^ committed suicide a short distance 
from the seventh floor office of 
Secretary of State George Shultz. 

Administration officials said 
Shultz was taking a telephone call 
from Israeli Prime Minister Shimon 
Teres on Friday when 20-year-old 
Edward Steven Dostcr walked into 
his mother's office, some 35 metres 
away, and shot her with a rifle. 

Carole Duster, 44. was a secretary 
in the office of one of Shultz’s top 
aides. - - 

_ One official said security precau- 
tions at the building, where some 
7-000 people" work and about 10.000 
raay be present at any given mo- 
* ment, were being reviewed in light of 
3 the incident. “But I don't think we 
n* can insure that tragic incidents like 


this cannot happen,” he said. 

He told reporters Doster could 
not have got to Sbutlz's office. 
Security around the office was suffi- 
cient to have prevented that, he said. 

Department spokesman Bernard 
Kalb said the killing appeared to be a 
family affair and not a terrorist inci- 
dent. 

Within hours of the shooting, the 
State Department issued a memor- 
andum to its employees detailing 
increased security measures.

Peres calls in 
economy’s leaders 
for summit meeting

Prime Minister Shimon Peres will 
host a “summit” meeting of the 
heads of the economic ministries, 
the Histadnit and the manufacturers 
organizations in his bureau this 
afternoon. The summit comes 
against a background of widespread 
strikes and a deadlock within the 
package deal follow-up committee 
over demands for price rises. 

The main topic on the agenda 
today will be the wave of strikes that 
hit the country last week. The invita- 
tion to the meeting did not mention 
the price demands, manufacturers’ 
sources told The Jerusalem Post last 
night. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
and Industry and Trade Minister 
Ariel Sharon are expected to ask the 
six-man ministerial economic com- 
mittee to approve price rises for 
between 70 and 80 products and 
services. Previously, Moda'i and 


Sharon had intended to approve the 
price rises unilaterally, but decided 
to transfer the issue to the inner 
cabinet, which may meet after to- 
day's cabinet meeting. 

Approval of the price rises with- 
out the consent of the Histadnit 
could spell the end of the package 
deal. Moda'i and Sharon would 
therefore like responsibility for the 
move to be borne by the wider 
forum. It was Histadnit opposition 
to price rises for 158 goods and 
services that precipitated last week's 
production stoppages in some 50 
food plants and necessitated the call- 
ing of today’s meeting. 

If the price rises are agreed on, 
they will be implemented on Tues- 
day, sources said. 

The food producers will return to 
normal work today after their three- 
day 'strike ' fast week .' Mini icipai 
workers, taxi drivers, track drivers 
and petrol station owners have also 
returned to work after strikes last 
week.

Liberal Infl may expel “Liberals’

A senior official of the Liberal 
International yesterday warned that 
Israel’s Liberal Party could be expel- 
led from the international body 
should the projected merger with 
Herat be carried through. 

Urs Schoetli. executive vice- 
president of the Liberal Internation- 
al, was in Israel specifically to 
observe at first hand last week’s 
proceedings at the Liberal conven- 
tion at Rfar Hamaccabiah, where 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i’s 
proposal to merge with Herat was 
approved by a narrow majority. . .. 

“It is an illusion to think that the 
Liberal Party will remain liberal 
once merged with Herat,” Schoetli 


said yesterday. Israel’s Shinui party 
would probably be admitted to the 
international body during the course 
1 of the year. It was likely that should 
the merger be carried through, the 
Liberal Party could find itself expel- 
. led at the annual congress in Madrid 
next October. 

Schoetli stressed that be would 
recommend making a distinction be- 
tween those members of the Liberal 
party who voted for the merger and 
those who opposed it. The Liberal 
International would encourage the 
opponents such as Tel Aviv mayor 
Shlomo Lahat and former MK Yit- 
zhak Berman in their attempts to 
scuttle the idea or set up a new 
Liberal - or centre - party.

Labour insiders regard the Taba 
^ispate as a test of Peres’s ability to

cy. Failure to take Taba to arbitra- 
tion will make Peres a lame-duck 
prime minister, they believe. Edn 
said last week that should Peres give 
in w the Likud on Taba, “there are 
other possible leaders for the party.” 

Taba is regarded by many in the 
Labour faction as a bottleneck in the 
entire peace process. Israeli agree- 
ment to submit Taba to international 
arbitration, they believe, will lead to 
a drastic improvement in relations 
with Egypt and will give impetus to 
the fledgling peace initiative with 
Jordan. 

Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak has reportedly agreed to return 
bis ambassador to Tel Aviv and to 
hold a summit meeting with Peres 
once the arbitration process has be- 
gun. There is even talk of a trilateral 
meeting between Peres, Mubarak 
and King Hussein of Jordan in Aka- 
ba in September. 


Labour sources said that Peres's 
international credibility has 
plummeted recently, due to the 
pervasive perception that he is “un- 
able to 'deliver.” Peres understands 
the importance of winning the Taba 
struggle for both his domestic and 
international positions and. is pre- 
pared to take an uncompromising 
stand, they said. 

In a radio interview on Friday, 
Peres said that the government’s 
“ability to make decisions” in the 
field of foreign policy was “a cardin- 
al issue,” as was the need to re- 
establish good relations with Egypt. 

But he dissociated himself from an 
earlier statement by Ins aides that he 
would resign if he could not bring 
Vice Premier Shamir round over 
Taba immediately. 

■‘X won’t say what I will do tomor- 
row or the next day,” he told Israel 
Radio newsman Shimon Staffer. 
“AH I wifl sav is that right now I am 


trying, without threats or declara- 
tions, to restore the government's 
derision-making ability.” 

Peres said it would be “danger- 
ous" for Israel if foreign govern^ 
merits came to believe that Israel's 
government was “paralyzed... that 
there is no-one to talk to here.” 

He did not agree with Shamir-, 
moreover, that the government 
ought to focus solely on the eco- 
nomy, and not on foreign policy. 
The need “to prevent wars, to make 
progress towards peace, is not a 
marginal matter,” Peres said. Para- 
lysis on the peace front would 
adversely affect the economy too. 

Faced with Labour obduracy on 
Taba, the Likud is likely to back 
down. Labour sources said. Shamir 
is unlikely to jeopardize his chances 
of succeeding Peres next year over 
an issue that has aroused little public 
interest.

Beni warning: ‘U.S. 
preparing to attack’ 


BEIRUT (AP). - Shi ite Moslem 
leader Nabih Berri charged 
yesterday that the U.S. was plan- 
ning a military operation in 
Lebanon and warned that this 
could endanger the lives of 40 
American hijack hostages held 
by his men. 

Berri delivered his warning, the 
sternest he has made since the hijack 
drama began, after four to six war- 
planes - reported to be U.S. Navy 
F-14 Tomcat fighters - crisscrossed 
the dawn sky above Beirut in what 
Shi'ites believe was a reconnaissance 
mission. 

“The United States is preparing 
for a military operation." said Berri, 
who has been negotiating on behalf 
of the Shi'ite militants who hijacked 


a TWA Boeing 727 on June 14 on a 
flight from Athens to Rome. 

“It is certain that the air activity 
and the flexing of muscles will inflict 
serious harm cm the innocent hos- 
tages,” Bern said. 

“We have information about the 
arrival of some U.S. officers in East 
Beirut *for the military prepara- 
tions.” ne declared. 

There have been unconfirmed re- 
ports that some LLS. military per- 
sonnel have been flown from Cyprus 
to Christian East Beirut in recent 
days. 

In a news conference at Beirut 
Airport on Thursday night, five of 
the hostages who were produced for 
newsmen appealed to President 
Reagan “at all costs” not to launch a 
rescue mission or anv kind of milit- 


ary operation in Lebanon. 

Beni warned earlier that he would 
“w ash his hands” of the negotiations 
and hand back the hostages to the 
hijackers if no agreement was 
reached soon for trading the Amer- 
icans for 766 Lebanese prisoners, 
most of them Shi'ites. held in Israel's 
Atlit prison. 

In Washington yesterday. Reagan 
scheduled u luncheon meeting with 
aides to discuss the Beirut hijacking 
situation while a White House 
spokesman said that jets reportedly 
flying a reconnaissance mission over 
the Lebanese capital were nor 
American.

U.S. still hopes Israel will free Shi’ites

WASHINGTON. - Senior U.S. 
officials are continuing to hope that 
Israel, on its own initiative, will 
release the more than 750 Shi'ite and 
other Arab prisoners moved from 
south Lebanon to Israel a few weeks 
ago. 

The Americans would regard this 
as a major Israeli contribution to 
resolving the TWA hijacking crisis in 
Beirut. “They were planning on re- 
leasing them any way,” one high- 
level U.S. source said. 

President Ronald Reagan and 


Secretary’ of State George Shultz are 
not going to ask Israel to undertake 
such a unilateral move. U.S. officials 
again made clear yesterday. But the 
administration would be grateful if 
Israel were simply to return the 
Lebanese prisoners on its own. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres, 
senring the damage done to U.S.- 
Israel relations this past week during 
the continuing hostage ordeal and 
the confusion surrounding the exact 
U.S. and Israeli positions, tele- 
phoned Shnltz on Friday to discuss 
the issue.

Soviets tell Syria: end hostage crisis 


KUWAIT (AP). - The Soviet Union 
has advised Syria to “use its influ- 
ence” with Lebanon's Amal leader 
Nabih Beni to end the TWA hos- 
tages crisis because the U.S. and 
Israel are planning a major military 
operation in Lebanon, the newspap- 
er Al-Qabas reported on Friday. 

In a dispatch from Moscow where 
Syrian President Hafez Assad con- 
ferred with the Kremlin leaders on 
the situation in the Middle East, the 
paper said it was told by a higb- 
rankingSc riet, official that the aim of 
the joint military operation would be 
to thwart any solutions to Lebanon's 
civil strife in line with Syria's wishes. 

According to the unidentified 
Soviet official, the Israelis were 


planning to launch a series of air and 
commando raids on selected targets 
in the Syrian-dominated Beka'a Val- 
ley of Lebanon, and the southern 
sector of the capital. 

American spy satellites would 
have defined the targets for the re- 
taliatory Israeli raids and they would 
include the training camps of Hez- 
bollah. the pro-Iranian party of 
Shi’ite Moslems, the official said. 

But the Soviets excluded any U.S. 
military operations against any re- 
gion in Iran. the official said, adding 
“the retaliation would be taken in 
Lebanon, and Lebanon alone.” 

Assad arrived home in Damascus 
after a four-day working visit to 
Moscow. 


angry at some Israeli statements on 
the matter, especially a controversial 
appearance last Wednesday night by 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin on 
ABC's "Nightline" television news 
programme. Rabin was widely seen 
in the U.S. as abrasive and insensi- 
tive in insisting that the hijacking 
was strictly an American problem. 

In marked contrast to Rabin, 
other Israeli spokesmen who have 
appeared on American television 
over the past 48 hours, especially 
Labour MK Abba Eban.

Palestinian prisoners, including 
many convicted terrorists, for three 
Israeli soldiers. They have con- 
trasted such flexibility in dealing 
with terrorists to obtain Israeli 
citizens with an apparently tougher 
posture where U.S. citizens are in- 
volved. • 

Israeli Embassy officials in 
Washington have sensed increased 
anger at Israel among governmental 
circles as well as among the public.

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The consensus among Likud 
insiders over the weekend was that 
the outcome of the Liberal Party's 
convention early on Friday makes a 
merger between Herat and the 
Liberal Party a very remote possibil- 
ity. The cause of Likud unity, it was 
said in both wings of the Likud last 
night, had suffered a severe setback. 

The Likud, it was predicted, will 
either continue to stumble on, hand- 
icapped by constant Liberal bicker- 
ing and internal intrigues, or break 
up if Herat again seeks to cut back 
on Liberal over-representation on 
the Likud Knesset list. 

The Liberal Party’s own unity was 
put In doubt as well. The one result 
which clearly emerged from the Fri- 
day vote was that Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda’i had outsmarted his 
opponents - Avrabam Sharir, 
Moshe Nissim and Gideon Part - 
strengthening his leadership posi- 
tion. 

Moda’i’s climb to the Liberal top 
has been a long and arduous one, 
and he is not likely to sacrifice bis 
position of leadership by merging his 
party with Herat. His aim is to leave 
a distinct Liberal entity within an 
apparently united Likud, with him- 
self at its helm and accorded special 
status. 

Thus tbe Moda’i proposal calls for 
the establishment of a Liberal com- 
mittee which would oversee the mer- 
ger aud would divide the Liberal 
slice of the Likud cake according to 
the balance of forces in the party 
which resulted from the 1980 conven- 


tion in which Moda'i gained the 
. primacy. 

Moda'i is also likely to delay the 
merger process. Herat saw what a 
tough bargainer he is when it strove 
to pare Liberal representation on the 
Likud slate of Knesset candidates on 
the eve of the 1984 elections. Moda'i 
then gave Herat an extremely diffi- 
cult time, and left it with only mar- 
ginal achievements. 

Privately some of the highest- 
placed Herat sources say that “only 
a fool would not realize that the 
merger with the Liberals is a long 
way off, if indeed it ever takes 
place." 

A senior Herat minis ter told The 
Jerusalem Post that the merger idea 
has been dealt “a death blow. I don't 
know what will happen to the Likud 
now, because Moda’i is the most 
difficult man imaginable to deal 
with. Things cannot go on as they are 
now and Moda'i will not permit any 
change. It is not inconceivable that 
when the next elections are de- 
clared, the Likud will break up." 

Also disappointed by the results 
was the Labour Party, whose 
strategists had made no attempt to 
disguise their hopes of a Moda'i 
defeat. They had predicted that 
Moda'i would be so antagonized that 
be might leave the Likud and switch 
his political allegiance. 

But as the senior Herat minister 
told The Post, “Moda'i may yet part 
ways with the Likud ot shake it 
badly, but that win take some time."

per cent of the delegates voted 
against the merger. 

Two hundred and seventeen dele- 
gates voted for the Moda'i merger 
proposal, while 187 opposed it. Over 
800 delegates took put, but not all 
remained to the early hours of Fri- 
day morning for the final vote. 

Earlier, Moda’i succeeded in per- 
suading the convention to choose 
between his merger proposal and 
that of the other ministers and only 
then vote on approving the idea of a 
merger. The other minis ters had 
wanted their pro-merger proposal, 
Moda’i 's own merger proposal and 
the anti-merger proposal of the 
Labat-Dulzin group to be put to one 
vote. Bat Moda’i won the crucial 
procedural wrangle and defeated the 
Sharir-Nissim-Patt proposal by 226 
votes to 194. 

Moda'i deftly divided his two 
groups of opponents and played one 
off against the other. At first he 
convinced some of the most fervent 
merger opponents to vote with him 
on the procedural question and then 
in favour of his proposal. 

Many of the three ministers’ allies 


then voted against the merger, not 
because they oppose it, but because 
they oppose the Moda'i proposal for 
a merger. This made the Lahat- 
Dukrin group appear larger than it 
actually is. 

Sharir, Patt and Nissim were dealt 
so bad a blow that some in the. 
Liberal Party could not see how they 
and their supporters could continue 
functioning in the party which Mod- 
a’i now seems to control folly. These 
sources do not preclude an early split 
in the party. 

The merger opponents met on 
Friday night in Lahat’s home and 
declared a moral victory. They said 
the percentage of the vote they had 
garnered, while not a formal victory, 
was of such magnitude that it would 
make the merger with Herat all but 
impossible. 

Because they did not suffer a 
humiliating defeat and 'because an 
early merger with Herat now 
appears unlikely, they are not ex- 
pected to leave the party, but said 
they would work to replace the pre- 
sent leadership with one that more 
aptly reflects Liberal ideals.

Speaking at foe Zionist General 
Council in Jerusalem's Binyenei 
Ha*Uma. Peres told a questioner 
that it was the eighth hijacking by the 
Shfrtes. and that according to his 
information , this latest one was plan- 
ned before foe prisoner exchange 
last month. 

Peres, appearing at foe ZGC clos- 
ing session, urged tbe West to de- 
velop a unified and clear strategy 
regarding terror - the only way to 
fight terrorist acts. “Whoever is 
ready to live with terror... legiti- 
mizes it,” be said. 

Tbe aim of the Shfitesin Lebanon 
is to take over that country and make 
it a Shi’ite Moslem state - not merely 
to banish all non-Lebanese. This is a 
danger not only to foe West, he 
continued, but also to the Arab 
world, whose stability and leaders 
are threatened by Shi’ite designs. 

The Sbi’ites and foe PLO both 
enjoy the support of the Libyans and 
foe Iranians, who provide them with 
weapons and passports as well as 
money. Those who help terrorists 
should also be opposed. Peres said. 
But he praised the U.S-, as foe 
leader of foe free world, for de- 
nouncing terror.

In Tel Aviv, military sources said 
no Israeli warplanes had overflown 
Lebanon yesterday. 

Lebanese military sources said 
that between four and six warplanes 
had made several passes over Beirut 
early yesterday. The Christian Voice 
of Lebanon radio said they were 
F-14s from an American flotilla dis- 
patched to tbe Eastern Mediterra- 
nean after the TWA jet was hijacked 
June 14. 

Beni’s top aide, Colonel Akef 
Haidar, said two ailing Americans 
among the 40 TWA hijack hostages 
who Amal had said might be freed 
would not be released because their 
health has improved. 

Haidar, politburo chief of Bern’s 
Amal movement, said the Sto’ites 
were ready “to send them (the ailing 
hostages) home if we feel they’re in 
danger. But now they’re quite 
alright.” 

Haidar also said that tbe Amer- 
ican hostages were moved to new 
hideouts yesterday. “Let the Amer- 
ican fleet come and look for them.” 
He said, “Believe me. Today they 
(the hijackers) changed their (the 
hostages') places." 


‘They are clever enough not to be 
detected or let others know where 
they (the hostages) are,” Haidar 
said. 

A Shi’ite Moslem source claiming 
dose links with the men who hijack- 
ed foe plane said yesterday that the 
hostages they are holding indude 
several U.S. Marines and Navy per- 
sonnel. 

At Beirut Airport, controlled by 
heavily armed Amal militiamen, a 
Shi’ite gunman in foe cockpit of the 
TWA Boeing radioed to the' control 
tower demanding fuel for foe air 
- conditioning system. 

The system is vital for the three 
crewmen still with, their captors in 
the plane, parked on the tarmac in 
Lebanon’s summer heat.. 

The plane’s engines were switched 
on, and after a brief warm-up, the 
Boeing moved about 50 metres to 
the airport’s fuel depot. 

It took on enough fuel to keep foe 
air conditioning unit running for 
several -days, airport officials re- 
ported. 

Bat they said it did not take on fuel 
for its engines. It is not known how 
much fuel there is in foe plane's 
tanks. 


Jesse Jackson, who last year 
helped free an American pilot held 
in Syria, said yesterday that he 
would speak to Lebanon’s Nabih 
Beni and appeal to the Shi’ite Mos- 
lem leader “to do what he can to

T believe that with the experts of 
foe calibre we have here, you have to 
accept the conclusion.” said Israeli 
police officer Menahem Rossek, a 
leading authority on Mengele’s life, 
and one of foe foreign specialists 
aiding foe Brazilian investigation. 

Dr. Wilmes Teixeira, a member of 
the Brazilian forensics team said the 
conclusion was “unanimous,” 
adding: “With all the elements we 
had at our disposal we were able to 
come up with a scientifically definite 
conclusion.” 

Brazilian police bad said from the 
start that they were “90 per cent 
sure” the body belonged to 
Mengele. 

Israel voiced scepticism on Friday 
about the pathologist's findings. 

"Despite the conclusion reached 
by the pathologist, we are not yet , 
convinced beyond reasonable doubt 
that the body found and examined is 
foe body of Josef Mengele.” said a 
statement released by Justice Minis- 
try spokesman Yitzhak Feinberg. 

He said Israel was waiting to re- 
ceive evidence that was unearthed in 
Brazil and to conduct its own inves- 
tigation. 

Israeli investigators have claimed 
that Mengele was sighted after 
February 1979, when he allegedly 
drowned at a Brazilian beach resort. 

The West German Embassy in 
Brazil said its government also 
would make its own analysis of the 
findings. 

“The question is, to what degree 
of certainty can experts say “we are 


convinced it is he.” said embassy 
press spokesman Gunter Schutze. 
Bonn wants to “wait for foe final 
report from foe pathologists to say 
either, OK it's Mengele or, no, there 
are still doubts and foe hum con- 
tinues,” he said. 

Tuma. asked about those that 
might still have doubts, said, “We’re 
.going to release foe results of the 
findings of foe medical experts. Any- 
body who wants to keep on investi- 
gating can go ahead - no problem." 

Rossek said the conclusion meant 
"one less Nazi on the list." He 
added. “Maybe Tm a little dis- 
appointed that he was not brought to 
trial.” 

Dr. Daniel Munoz of foe Brazilian 
forensic team said foe conclusion 
was based on comparisons of physic- 
al evidence and medical records and 
photos. He specifically pointed to a 
separation in the teeth, foe height of 
about 1.75 metres, hair and an 
abnormality found on the pelvic 
bone. 

In Los Angeles, officials of the 
Wiesenthal Centre said Friday they 
were “99 per cent” satisfied that foe 
body was Josef Mengele. 

“There are a number of questions, 
but we are basically prepared to , 
accept that there is a high probability 1 
this is Mengele,” Rabbi Marvin Hxer 
said. 

The questions revolved around 
the failure of Mengele’s family to 
deliver medical records, “which 
mean the scientists must be satisfied 
with 99 per cent, instead of 100 per 
cent, certainty in their findings," he 
said.

One dead in Beirut, camp truce holds 


BEIRUT (AP). - Christian and 
Moslem mflitiamen battled with 
machine guns and rocket-propelled 
grenades in central Beirut yesterday 
as Shi’ite Moslem militiamen began 
lifting a 34-day siege of Palestinian 
refugee campsin Beirut 

Police said a Lebanese Army sol- 
dier was killed in the dashes on foe 
green tine that splits foe capital into 
Christian and Moslem sectors. They 
said he was slain when a Lebanese 
Army position was hit by machine 
gun and RPG fire. 

The battles flared across the 5- 
kilometre tine engulfing several 
nearby residential districts; radio 
stations reported. 


In foe refugee camp of Bourj el 
Barajneh in south Beirut, the 
Syrian-sponsored truce held for foe 
fourth day. 

Bulldozers were brought in to flat- 
ten sandbagged positions around the 
camp’s entrances after a field meet- 
ing was held between Shi ’ite Moslem 
Amal and Palestinian representa- 
tives under the supervision of two 
Syrian observers. 

The radios said three truckloads of 
food supplies were brought into the 
camp. 

Police said five wounded Palesti- 
nians were evacuated from foe near- 
by Shatxlla refugee camp.

He refused to provide details of 
the unfolding TWA hijack situation, 
citing its extreme sensitivity and re- 
peating the tough public position 
expressed early last week by Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan and Shultz. 

The ambassador, clearly well- 
briefed on the current situation in 
the Middle East, described as excel- 
lent the current state of American- 
Israeli relations. 

During his term in Israel, he said, 
be would try to strengthen further 
the ties between the two countries. 
He expressed support for main tam- 
ing Israel’s . continued qualitative 
military edge over the Arab states. 

He called Israel an important 
strategic ally of the U.S. 

Asked by Republican Senator 
Rudy Bosch witz of Minnesota to 


comment on the Israeli economy, 
Pickering expressed confidence in 
the recent steps taken by the nation- 
al unity government. He said there 
had been some “real progress,” 
although he expressed hope that 
more could.be done in the immedi- 
ate period ahead. 

Regarding the current effort to 
revive Arab-IsraeH peace negotia- 
tions, Pickering said there were 
some new openings for progress . He 
welcomed some of the recent steps 
taken by Jordan's King Hussein and 
praised the five-point peace initia- 
tive proposed by Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres. 

He denied that Reagan had 
reach e d any final decisions on a new 
weapons sale to Jordan. In the 
meantime, the administration was 
simply moving ahead with the prop- 
osed S250 minion extra economic aid 
package for Jordan, he said.

A team of surgeons prepared 
Shamir, 57, for the operating theatre 
late on Wednesday night immediate- 
ly following news that a compatible 
donor organ had been secured. 

Dr. Yigal Cam. a member of the 
surgical team headed by Dr. Thomas 
Stare], reported no complications 
during the relatively short opera- 
tion, but he wanted that the next 
four to five days would be crucial in 
determining Shamir’s chances for 
recovery. National statistics show a 


Since the initiation of the hospit- 
al's liver transplant programme in 
1981. Starzl has supervised 300 such 
operations and Shamir is the third 
Israeli to receive this type of trans- 
plant. A five-year-old Haifa boy re- 
ceived a transplant in March 19S3. 
and Limor Eisner. 13. of Givatayim 
received one in April of last year. 
Today, both children enjoy what 
doctors call “normally healthy 
lives,” 

Shamir, a widow who lost her only 
son in the 1973 Yom Kippur War. 
expressed gratitude to those who. in 
Israel and the U.S.. collected over 
S150.000 for her treatment here.

Vidal Sassoon - seeking new scalps

HE IS the Picasso of his art, a man 
who created a sensation with the 
“Sassoon look” in the Sixties and 
made his name a household word. 
Now Vidal Sassoon, perhaps the 
world’s most famous hair stylist, has 
cut out a new role for himself as a 
fighter of hate and bias. 

Sassoon, his wife Jeanette and his 
friend George Shaw have raised S3.5 
million for the Vidal Sassoon Inter- 
national Centre for the Study of 
Anti-Semitism, a new addition to the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem. 
The centre, already operating, is 
headed by Prof. Yehuda Bauer of 
the Institute of Contemporary Jew- 
ry. Now living in Los Angeles, Sas- 
soon brought to Israel a planeload of 
university friends who pledged to 
support the research centre . 

The 57-year-old Sassoon, 
came to Israel in 1948 to fight with 
the Palmach during the War of Inde- 
pendence, bnt was forced to return 
to London’s East End when bis step- 
father fell ill and couldn’t support 
the family. Still, through his success- 
ful career - which began as a hair- 
dresser’s apprentice at the age of 14 - 
he remained faithful to the Zionist 
ideal and visits Israel two or three 
times a year. 

Sassoon is deeply troubled by 
attempts to “christianize” America, 
and is concerned by the increasing 
influence and economic power of the 
Christian fundamentalists. He urges 
Jews to be wary of them, despite 
their avowed support for the State of 
Israel.

He believes that the church should 
re-write parts of the Christian Bible 
to delete the anti-Semitic parts. “It 
teaches contempt for others," be 
told The Jerusalem Post in a recent 
interview. 

Christianity, he continues, “bears 
the guilt and responsibility to put 
things right. Unless the church takes 
responsibility for . the troubles it 
caused the Jews, it will remain guil- 
ty. Christianity has a great ability to 
forgive itself, but not others.” 

He points to the statements of 
“that great bigot, Jimmy Swaggart," 
a fundamentalist Christian preacher 
who appears nationwide on Amer- 
ican TV. Swaggert once said that the 
Jews were punished in the Holo- 
caust, because they did not embrace 
Jesus,, Sassoon says. 

SASSOON feels that subtle anti- 
Semitism exists even in California, 


but he can’t assess whether the phe- 
nomenon is growing in America as a 
whole. “Twenty years ago, people 
were afraid to be openly anti-Semitic 
because of memories of the Holo- 
caust. Today they are not afraid.” 

At the same time, Sassoon, says 
American Jews are “overconfident" 
and have a false sense of security. 
“But if the fundamentalists succeed 
in creating a Christian state in Amer- 
ica, they will begin to worry." 

The Sassoon research centre will 
study anti-Semitism - its history and 
its future potential - using doctoral 
and post-doctoral researchers. 
Bauer notes that it will be the first of 
its kind in the world, except for an 
academic research centre on anti- 
Semitism in Germany. 

The centre will operate in coop- 
eration with existing Jewish institu- 
tions and organizations that fight 
anti-Semitism, like the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B'rith. 
It will also warn about places where 
anti-Semitism is about to erupt on a 
serious scale. 

Sassoon, whose wife is a convert 
from Catholicism, says he takes his 
Jewishness seriously. He took two of 
his children (by his first marriage) to 
Europe, showing them the Warsaw 
Ghetto and a former concentration 
camp, when they were only 11 and 
32. Sassoon speaks schoolboy Heb- 
rew and would love to spend time in 
an ulpan to improve his grasp of the 
language. 

“Would you say you're a Zion- 
ist?” I ask. “You can say it as loud as 
you like," responds the jet-setter. 
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Herzog: Visit will lead to 
technical, agricultural ties 


LOD (Itim). -President Chaim Her- 
zog, returning on Friday afternoon 
from a four-day official visit to Ire- 
land, told reporters that the Irish 
people were far more interested in 
the disputes between Irish Unifil 
troops and the South Lebanon 
Army, than in the matter of the 
hijacked TWA airliner. 

Herzog said that his conversations 
with national leaders in Dublin had 
built bridges of understanding be- 
tween the two countries, after each 
side had made its position clear. 

Herzog said that the Jewish com- 
munity in Ireland had expressed con- 
cern over the clashes and were 
amazed that a non-Israeli element, 
the SLA. could dictate relations be- 


tween Israel and other countries. 

The President said that his recep- 
tion in Ireland had been exceptional- 
ly warm, demonstrating apprecia- 
tion for a “local boy.’* He said the 
visit would lead to concrete agree- 
ments in the fields of agricultural, 
technological and commercial rela- 
tions. He said that the only hostile 
demonstration was by "seven people 
at the airport" on his arrival. 

One practical result of Herzog’s 
visit, according to observers, is that 
Dublin intends soon to waive the 
need for visas for Israeli tourists 
visiting Ireland. 

But there was no sign that the two 
countries are any closer to opening 
embassies in each other's capitals.

But 
Elwyn Institutes, the Philadelphia- 
based organization for the mentally 
and physically handicapped that was 
invited to take over the village's 
management, has yet to receive a 
formal proposal from the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs. 

Ministry Director-General Zvi 
Zilker told The Jerusalem Post on 
Friday that Minister Moshe Katsav 
would meet today with Histadrut ' 
representatives to discuss whether 
the 1 1 insitutions’ employees would 
continue to be civil servants under 
the proposed management agree- 
ments and thus remain affiliated 
with the Histadrut.

A smaller work- 
shop was recently opened in East 
Jerusalem where it is used by 25 
people.

Indian provincial premier 
given week to end violence 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - The Indi- 
an government has given the Chief 
Minister of Gujarat a fortnight to 
stamp out violence which has killed 
more than 170 people, newspapers 
said yesterday. 

The Patriot said the government 
had told Madhavsinh Solanki he had 
15 days to restore order in his state. 
The Times of India said he would 
soon be told to quit. 

Solanki met Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi on Friday after street fight- 
ing during Hindu and Moslem festiv- 
als in the state's biggest city, Ahme- 
dabad, killed at least eight people on 
Thursday. 

, PTI said about 10,000 Moslem 
women had defied a curfew clamped 
on many areas of the city after the 
clashes, to stage a protest demon- 
stration against government failure 
to stop religious celebrations on the 
streets. 

About 40 per cent of Ahm eda- 
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bad's 2.5 million population is Mos- 
lem. 

Violence has gripped the western 
Indian state for three months. It was 
triggered by student protests aginst a 
government policy, now scrapped, 
that reserved jobs and college places 
for the underprivileged. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) said 
two bomb blasts wounded 10 people 
in Ahmedabad yesterday. Two peo- 
ple were stabbed to death on Friday 
in fighting there and in the town of 
Broach. 

French wonder cure 
for dwarf children 

PARIS (Reuter). - A synthetic hu- 
man growth hormone which can help 
doctors treat dwarfism in children 
will soon be on sale in France, a 
pharmaceutical laboratory 
announced on Friday. 

Called the synthetic Growth Hor- 
mone Releasing Factor (GRF), it 
steins from a brain molecule which 
affects growth hormones produced 
by the pituitary gland, that in turn 
influences many functions of the 
human body. 

The GRF was discovered in 1982 
by French-born Roger Guiilemin, 
Who won the 1977 Nobel Prize for 
medicine and works in California. 


Chinese make cooking 
gas from human waste 

PEKING (AP). - Experts in Chung- 
king, on the Yangtze River in 
Sichuan Province, are converting 
human waste into gas suitable -for 
cooking and lighting, the state-run 
news agency Xinhua said Thursday. 

“One family-size fermentation pit 
can generate 150 cubic metres of 
biogas a year and each cubic metre is 
enough to cook three meals for six 
persons and (provide) six hours of 
lighting using a 40-watt bulb,” 
Xinhua said. 

Already 120,000 rural househol- 
ders on the outskirts of Chungking 
obtain their cooking and lighting 
energy from human waste, the re- 
port said. 


MANILA (Reuter). - A flight from 
Communism has put 37 Vietnamese 
boat people on a Soviet ship - and no 
one seems to know what to do with 
them. 

A spokesman . for the Manila- 
based shipping company Fllsov said 
the research ship Pinsk yesterday 
found the 37 Vietnamese, mainly 
children, drifting helplessly with en- 
gine trouble. 

He said the company was “await- 
ing instructions” from Moscow on 
what to do with rhe refugees, 
thought by an official of the UN ' 
refugee agency to be the first boat 


people picked up by a Soviet vessel. 

The Filsov official could give no 
precise details of where thev were 
found or how long they had been at 
sea. but said the group included 17 
children, two of rhem seriously ill. 16 
men and four women. 

He said the Pinsk. sailing from the 
Vietnamese port of Vung Tau to 
Sakhalin Island, had taken "shelter in 
Lingayen Gulf, north of Manila. 

“Actually, we are waiting for a 
decision from Moscow on what to do . 
with them: try to land them in the 
Philippines or take them back to 
Vietnam.” the spokesman said. 


Senate to Moscow: Pay up or stay out 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
U.S. Senate voted on Thursday to 
deny the Soviet Union the right to 
occupy its new embassy here until 
the Kremlin agrees to pay the U.S. 
for construction delays at its new 
embassy in Moscow. 

The Soviet Union owes more then 
$20 million in damages due to the 
delays since 1984, said Senator Law- 
ton Chiles, who sponsored the 
embassy amendment. 

The Florida Democrat said Soviet 
construction delays have increased 
the cost of the U.S. Embassy to 
$167m. from $75m. estimated in 
1978. 

The amendment was approved on 


a voice vote to a pending bill, which 
granted an additionai $20. lm. for 
the U.S. Embassy project. 

The Soviet Union was originally 
scheduled to complete construction 
in 1982, but it is now not expected to 
be finished until 1987. 

Construction of both embassies 
started in 1978. 

The U.S. completed construction 
of the Soviet Embassy complex in 
1981, but only an apartment block 
has been occupied. 

Under the construction agree- 
ment, the host country was to build 
the exterior and eacb country was to 
use its own workers to complete the 
interior. 


Greece firm on closure of U.S. bases 


ATHENS (Reuter). - Prime Minis- 
ter Andreas Papandreou yesterday 
confirmed his intention to shut down 
U.S. military bases in Greece and 
.said the country’s national interests 
would take priority over its ties with 
Nato and the European Community. 

Papandreou. presenting his new 
Socialist government's policy state- 
ment to parliament, also ruled out 
dialogue with Turkey until it recog- 
nized Greek rights in the Aegean 
Sea and withdrew its troops from 
northern Cyprus, occupied in 1974. 

Buttressed by the strong popular . 
mandate he received in elections 
earlier this month, Papandreou said 
his government was committed to 
closing four major U.S. military 
bases in 1988, when a five-year ex- 
tension of their lease expires. 

The extension was negotiated by 
his government in 1983. but sharp 
strains have appeared in U.S.-Greek 
relations since then, most recently 
over the . issue of airport security 
following the hijack to Beirut of a 
U.S. airliner which took off from 
Athens. 

Papandreou also said Greece 


would not bend to Nato pressure, 
keeping current issues of contention 
in abeyance “so long as Nato does 
ndt accept settlement in such a way 
that our sovereign and other legal 
. rights are respected.” 

He said national interests would 
prevail in considering Greek parti- 
cipation in Nato exercises and Nato's 
wish to set up a command in Larisa, 
central Greece. The issues involve 
Greek concerns over what it sees as 
Turkish territorial ambitions in the 
Aegean. 

Bangladesh stampede 

CHITTAGONG , Bangladesh (Reu- 
ter). - At least five people were 
killed and 50 injured in a stampede 
for free cash and clothing, police said 
yesterday. 

Most of the victims were women 
and children, trampled underfoot 
on Thursday, when thousands of 
people besieged a building in the 
southern Bangladesh port to collect 
money and clothes being handed out 
to the poor to mark the Moslem Id 
al-Fitr festival. 


A spokesman for the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR) said the Philippine coast- 
guard had told the agency that a 
Soviet ship had picked up the Viet- 
namese. 

“If the ship wants to disembark 
them and if the Philippines agrees to 
let them ashore, we will do our part 
in trying to resettle them,” he said. 
“But usually, the country of the ship 
that finds them has to give guaran- 
tees of settlement. 

“This is the first time we have had 
a case like this.” he added. 


| Oslo hijacker trades 
hostages for beer 

OSLO (AP). - A drunken ex- 
convict with a grudge against Norwe- 
gian authorities hijacked a domestic 
airliner with 115 passengers and five 
crew on Friday, but surrendered 
peacefully to a single policeman in 
Oslo's Fomebu Airport in return for 
beer, police reported. 

The hijacker took control of a 
Braathen Safe Boeing 737 flight 
from Trondheim to Oslo after thre- 
atening an airline stewardess with a 
gun and demanding to speak to Nor- 
way’s prime' minister and minister of 
justice. 

The plane landed in Oslo where all 
passengers were permitted to leave 
in three groups. 

After the release of the passen- 
gers, the hijacker kept two pilots and 
three stewardesses hostage and 
asked them to give him cigarettes 
and beer police said. 

An hour later he surrendered his 
gun to a police officer in exchange 
for more beer. 

Police spokesman. Torodd Veid- 
ing identified the hijacker as a 24- 
year-old man with a criminal record. 

A British reporter who happened 
to be at Oslo's airport when the 
hijacking started on Friday said the 
armed man was continually asking 
for beer and the authorities seemed 
to be waiting for him to pass out on 
the plane. 

“It seems with all the beer he’s 
drinking they’re just waiting for him 
to sweat it out and pass out, I think,” 
said BBC correspondent Julian 
Isherwood. 


Prosecution won’t reveal clients 
in ‘Mayflower Madam‘ case 


NEW YORK (Reuter). - Govern- 
ment lawyers prosecuting a member 
of an aristocratic Philadelphia family 
as the madam of a high-class pros- 
titution ring on Friday refused to 
identify socially prominent people 
reported to have been customers. 

The prosecutors said in court that 

the ring run from a New York town- 
house by Sydney Biddle Barrows, 
dubbed the .“Mayflower Madam” 
because her ancestors include two 
original U.S. pilgrim settlers from 
the ship Mayflower, bad 3,500 
clients, and an annual turnover of 
more than SI million. 

But the prosecutors, acting on a 
judge's order to back up their case 
against Barrows, declined to name 
any of the social and financial big- 
wigs reported to have been custom- 
ers. 

The judge's order prompted spe- 
culation that fee prosecutors might 
release the names of customers be- 
fore a triai to prove that acts of 
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prostitution had taken place. _ ' 

The prosexmtore did reveal tie 
names of three undercover pofae 
officers who had arranged to have 
sex with the call girb for prices 
ranging from $175 to $450. 

The prosecutors, who displayed 
business binders and blank office 
forms they said the ring had used, 
said the brothel had kept tncticutas 
records, including cheats* sexual 
preferences, whether they paid by 
cash, credit card or cheque, and 
whether they gave rips.

Festivities mark Athens’ term as ‘culture capital’ 


ATHENS. - Troupes of musicians 
and j ugglers staged performances on 
Friday throughout the city in an 
informal start to Athens' reign for six 
months as the first of Europe’s rotat- 
ing “cultural capitals." 

Hundreds of Athenians and tour- 
ists gathered in neighbourhood 
squares to watch street performers, 
dressed in colourful punk costumes, 
tumble and dance. Thirty groups 
from Holland, Spain, Britain, Bel- 
gium, France arid West Germany 
arrived to stage 24 hours of shows 
around Athens to launch the $5.6 
million cultural extravaganza. 

French President Francois Mitter- 
rand and West German Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
were flying in later in the day for a 
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solemn opening ceremony at dusk 
on the Acropolis attended by 15 
European culture ministers. 

The idea of a rotating cultural 
capital for six months at a time, 
much as each European Common 
Market member holds a six-month 
rotating presidency of the Commun- 
ity, was developed by Greek's Cul- 
ture Minister Melina Mercouri and 
rFrench Culture Minister Jack Lang. 

As part of the celebrations, a 
full-size replica of a Greek merchant 
ship which sailed the Mediterranean 
about 2,300 years ago was launched 
yesterday near Pireus to retrace the 
ancient vessel’s last voyage to Cyp- 
rus where it was sunk by pirates. 

The original ship, found in 1976 
off the North Cyprus coast by Cyp- 
riot diver Andreas Kariolou, was 
hailed by experts as the most impor- 
tant find to date in underwater 
archaeology. 
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Over the summer, renowned 
theatre, opera and ballet companies 
will appear in the city’s open-air 
theatres. Hundreds of scholars will 
gather to exchange ideas at interna- 
tional congresses on academic topics 
ranging from philosophy to Byzan- 
tine art. The New York Philhar- 
monic has cancelled the two Greek 
performances of its current Euro- 
pean tour this week because of a 
U.S. State Department warning 
against air travel to Athens, manag- 
ing director Albert Webster said in 
Madrid yesterday, 

“I am personally very sorry that 
the concerts will not take place," 
said music director Zubin Mehta, 
who has been conducting the orches- 
tra at Madrid's Royal theatre. 

Meanwhile, in Montreal yester- 
day, Greece and the world's airlines 
agreed to cooperate on solving 
security problems at Athens Airport 


where deficiencies may have contri- 
buted to the TWA hijacking, an 
official of the International Air 
Transport Association (lata) said. 

The Greek government has 
agreed to allow airlines in Athens to 
continue using their own electronic 
passenger and baggage screening 
systems to supplement the govern- 
ment's system, said Rodney Waliis, 
Iata's director for security. * 

Before last week's hijacking of the 
TWA Boeing 727 - from which 41) 
hostages were still being held in 
Beirut - the Greek government had 
been trying to force rhe airlines to 
remove that second line of screen- 
ing, claiming one line was sufficient, 
Wallis said. 

He said the Greeks promised to 
work with a lata security team that 
will visit the airport next week. (AP, 
Reuter) 



Kidnapped Lebanese airline official set free 


BEIRUT (Reuter). - A kidnapped 
top official of Lebanon's Middle 
East Airlines (MEA) returned home 
on Friday after a four-month “night- 
mare” in the hands of gunmen. 

Sami Rababi, MEA's senior vice- 
president for international and gov- 
ernment affairs was seized on Febru- 
ary 5 in mainly Moslem West Beirut. 

x He told Reuters be reached his 


home in Christian East Beirut, after 
pro-Syrian militiamen clashed with 
his captors and, quite incidentally 
released him. 

Rababi said his abductors had 
drugged him and driven him in a car 
boot to a detention centre in the 
Bekaa Valley, where they held him 
in a cell lit day and night by a 
powerful electric bulb and fed him 
ooceadav. 
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A GROUP of little boys playing in 
an empty lot near home was 
approached by a nice-looking well- 
dressed man in his early forties. 
. When he asked if one of them could 
lend him a hand, the boys, taught by 
their elders to assist people in need, 
argued good-naturedly among them- 
selves for the privilege. The "lucky" 
one then happily accompanied die 
man - who pushed him into a bomb 

- shelter, removed the child's clothes 

• and masturbated on his body. 

. About 1,000 new cases of sexual 

■ assault on children are reported to 

• the police department each year. 
. Sexual assault means the forcing of 

some kind of sexual contact, and in 

• 1984 almost half the victims were 
. children between the ages of six and 
1 nine who suffered crimes ranging 
> from the seemingly minor (request 
. for a kiss or hug, petting of the 
' child's body, request for physical 

exposure, exhibitionism without 
attack) to attempted seduction and 

- actual rape. 

■ Children were assaulted in every 
, type of neighbourhood - religious 

as well as secular, rich and poor - by 

- sex deviants who, on first presenting 
themselves, generally looked and 
acted normal. Some assaults took 
place in empty fields, movie theatres 
or the assailant's house, but most of 
the crimes occurred dose to home, 
in stairwells, on the roof, in bomb 
shelters and sometimes in the house 

. of the victim. 

Often the assailants were not 
' strangers to the children. They were 
teachers at school, people who 
worked or “hung out” in the vicinity 
of the child's home, babysitters or 

• relatives. 

“Strangers often play upon the 
ignorance and good will of then- 
victims and a request for help ( can 
; you find me a doctor, please help me 
read this sign, help me get my door 
open) is one of the most common 
ploys," says Esther Shlechter, a 
youth investigator and member of a 
special unit that deals with sexual 

■ assaults on minors. "Children taught 
to respect or at least to respond to 
elders are easy bait, if they haven't 

• been warned in advance.” 

When the assailant is a known, 
and perhaps admired adult, “the 
situation becomes much more com- 
plex,” Shlechter continues. “Chil- 

• dren are afraid that their parents 
won't believe them and they may be 

-tom between curiosity, possibly 
tainted by temptation, and guilt feel- 
ings they don't know bow to hand- 

• le." 

Not long ago three very young 
girls were sent to a self-defence 
course in Tel Aviv. The teacher was 
’ reputed to be “one of the best,” but 
.between karate kicks he would 
; stroke the girls' thighs and pet their 
'■breasts. Feeling uncomfortable and 
; confused, but too embarrassed to 
-;talk, the little girls asked their pat 
t^sentstCFlet them stop the lesson^ '• 

All i of the parents refused^ with 

■ the explanation that the course had 


been extremely expensive and they 
must continue to the end. Some 
weeks later the teacher undressed 
die girls and masturbated .on them. 
Today the girls are undergoing in- 
tensive therapy. 

Because sexual crimes of any kind 
are so traumatic, some parents hesi- 
tate to report the incidents to the 
police, out of fear that their child will 
have to relive the experience in court 
or will be brutally interrogated. 
These fears are totally unfounded, 
claims Eli Shmeltzer, head of the 
juvenile department of the police. 
As regards the investigation of chil- 
dren who have been sexually 
assaulted, this is one of the most 
advanced countries in the world, he 
says. 

Israel's progressive law,- dating 
from 1955, decrees that under no 
circumstances may a policeman in- 
terrogate a child who has been 
assaulted. Instead, a special youth 
investigator, who may be a social 
worker, educator or psychologist, 
runs interference with the police and 
deals with the child and his family. 

The youth investigator maintains 
contact with the family for the neces- 
sary period of time, is the only one 
allowed to question the victim and 
may decide not to let the child testify 
in court. In such cases the court 
accepts the hearsay evidence of the 
investigator and waives the suspect’s 
privilege of cross-examination . 

Although at one time policemen 
with “proper qualifications” were 
also appointed youth investigators, 
that policy has been discontinued, 
says Shnieltzer. “It was felt that the 
interests of the police might clash 
with the interest of the child, and 
that in their zeal to gather incrimi- 
nating evidence police interrogators 
might press a child too hard to get 
information, thus causing irrepar- 
able emotional barm.” 

Shmeltzer sees this as a very far- 
fetched possibility and notes that the 
reverse could also be true: “The 
youth investigator may be so wrap- 
ped up in the child's emotional wel- 
fare that he doesn't investigate thor- 
oughly, and may not gather enough 
evidence to convict an assailant.” 

In former years when youth inter- 
rogators were enlisted as the need 
arose, it was often difficult for the 
police to find one when he was 
required. “In some cases files were 
actually closed because no youth 
investigator was available.” says 
Shmeltzer. 

During the past two years the 
system has been undergoing a total 
overhaul and today youth investiga- 
tors work closely with police, taking 
part in special courses in the techni- 
ques of investigation and compila- 
tion of evidence. Coordination of 
youth investigators is handled by the 
Youth Probation Service which has 
representatives in each district and 
responds around the dock. 

The head of the youth mvestiga- 
itionr unit;- probation officer liana 
Carmiel, is a veteran sorial worker. 


Hands off 

AM sex crimes, no matter how minor, are poten- 
tiaily traumaticto a young child. Yet parents tend 
to ignore the possibility of a sexual assault on 
their child, giving their youngsters few guide- 
lines which do nothing to protect him. Aviva 
Bar-Am reports. 
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She emphasizes the importance of 
the Israeli law in protecting the 
child. 

“While children often talk more 
freely to an outsider than to a family 
member, they may be afraid of a 
policeman." she comments. “Youth 
investigators are trained to handle 
the investigation delicately and with 
tact, our main interest being the 
good of the child. The detailed de- 
briefing that the child undergoes, 
our emphasis on the correctness of 
the .child's- response to the assault, 
total exoneration from blame and - 
explanations of sexual matters can 
lighten the trauma a youngster has 
experienced. And in most cases we 
decide not to let the child appear in 
court." 

Carmiel feels that there is a posi- 
tive element in having some connec- 
tion with the police department. 
“The youngster is well aware of the 
fact that something 'bad' has hap- 
pened and he knows that police are 
oiit-to get *tfie bad guys: Thar know- 
ledge can have a very calming 
effect.” 


Both Carmiel and Shlechter stress 
that parents often need as much or 
more emotional help than their chil- 
dren. They feel that although paren- 
tal reactions are crucial in determin- 
ing the extent of future trauma on 
their children, adults tend to lose 
control when their child has been 
assaulted. In one case where a child 
who bad been warned about stran- 
gers came home and reported an 
assault, her mother began beating 
her and repeating hysterically, “I 
told you not to speak to strangers. I 
told you, I told you!" 

Shlechter notes that even where 
the child hasn't understood the 
seriousness or potential seriousness 
of the assault, parents relate the 
incident to their own experience and 
knowledge of dreadful crimes - such 
as the cases of Nava Elimelech and 
Danny Katz. “I have to make them 
see things in proportion and to react 
calmly to the incident itself, and not 
to their fantasies of what could.have 
happened," she says. 

At times parents think their child 
could and should have run away; 


they fail to understand that children 
don't always feel that they have the 
right or the ability to stand up to the 
all-powerful adult. Youth investiga- 
tors try to help parents realize that 
when their child has been the victim 
of an assault they must offer support 
and encouragement, so that the child 
won’t feel he either cooperated in or 
encouraged the attack. 

Although the number of sexual 
assaults has remained fairly stable 
over the years, there has been a 
steady rise in those that are most 
serious. But a child doesn't have to 
be raped to be emotionally dam- 
aged, and all sex crimes, ho matter 
how minor they seem to the unin- 
volved observer, are potentially 
traumatic to the young and innocent 
victim. 

A 40-year-old mother of two re- 
members every detail of her youthful 
encounter with a sex deviate. “I was 
12 years old and in my first year of 
junior high school. Since I often 
stayed late in the library, my mother 
would come to pick me up. 

“One day as I walked the long and 
deserted halls, an older boy jumped 
directly into my path. He seemed to 
come out of nowhere, and then un- 
zipped his pants and took out what 
seemed to my frightened eyes to be a 
giant-sized penis. I was petrified, but 
when be commanded me to touch 
him I ran as fast as I could down two 
flights of stairs, bumping straight 
into the school counsellor. He was 
male and an unsympathetic type, so I 
just looked at him in panic and raced 
for the door. Mother was late and I 
huddled in a comer by the school. - 
waiting hysterically for her to show 
up. 

“We didn't mention sex in our 
family, and I didn't know about 
exhibitionists, so although I sobbed 
all the way home I never told my 
parents why. But I did stop staying 
late at school. 

“During college I told a psycho- 
logist about the incident which for 
years had coloured my feelings ab- 
out men. He pointed out that 
although now I was an adult, my 
throat kept catching as I talked and 
there was guilt written all over my 
face - as if I felt it had been my 
fault." 

According to Dana Carmiel, many 
cases of sexual assault could be pre- 
vented or tbeir effect lightened con- 
siderably if parents educated their 
children about such dimes. Other 
inddents, such as the experience of 
the girls studying karate, could be 
stopped before becoming more se- 
rious if adults were open to clues 
from youngsters, or if their children 
were sure the subject was open to 
discussion. 

Yet parents tend to ignore the 
possibility of a sexual assault on their 
child, or give their youngster only 
general guidelines which do little or 
nothing to protect him. The teacher • 
who “doesn’t mention the subject" 
to her four boys so that they “won't 
grow up fearing physical contact," 


the haredi mother of four daughters 

and two sons who doesn't mention 
sex deviates to her children because 
‘it couldn't happen in our neigh-* 
bourhood" and the Haifa pediatri- 
cian who. has hot even begun discus- 
sing the realities of the street with his 
eight year old "because he's still so 
young" are the rule rather than the 
exception. . 

One Bnei Brak couple also 
thought it couldn't happen in an 
Orthodox environment. But one day 
when their six-year-old daughter re- 
turned home from school, a man 
whom she described as having a 
lrippa sticking out from under his hat 
asked her how he could find a doc- 
tor. She didn't know, but let him 
hold her hand while crossing the 
street. 

The man walked all the way to her 
front door with her. then dragged 
her up to the roof where he undres- 
sed and ejaculated between her legs. 
After threatening to hurt her if she 
told anyone, he let her go and she 
returned home. She didn't even 
know how to explain what had hap- 
pened. 

“A sexual assault on your child is a 
double blow." says her father, who 
explains that she had never been 
given any explanation about sex. He 
is sure she doesn't understand what 
happened to her. 

“You always feel that your own 
child is an angel, and the idea of 
something like this happening to him 
or her is unbearable. Besides, you 
just can't believe that it actually 
happened. We'll never be. able to 
forget it -I just hope die will." 

The little girl bad been warned not 
to talk to or touch strangers, but had 
been given no other preparation. 
“Now." says her father, “we give her 
much more sophisticated and helpful 
advice: we tell her that screaming 
and kicking may frighten a sex devi- 
ateaway." 

As this family learned to its sor- 
row. the traditional warnings about 
not letting a stranger in the house or 
not taking candy from someone you 
don't know well don't cover what 
usually happens in sexual assault. 
But what can one say instead? A 
fascinating booklet put out by a rape 
relief centre in Washington D.C. 
raises some, interesting and original 
points on the subject of childrens' 
feelings and sexual assault. 

Even at home, write the authors, 
young children often have little con- 
trol over how, when or by whom 
they are touched, and their efforts to 
protect themselves may be ignored. 
We can all remember being tickled 
as children in tortuous sessions that 
never seemed to end. Yelling “stop" 
seemed to make no impression on 
our parents or older siblings who 
were having such fun roakingus feel 
totally helpless.- - 

When children haVe Yo'play 
“wrestling games” in order to 


wrench themselves free of an adult, 
and family friends and relatives insist 
that youngsters sit on their laps 
though it ‘‘feels funny” to the chil- 
dren. the youngsters feel powerless 
to do anything about it. They assume 
that their all-knowing parents know 
exactly what's going on and they 
take note of the fact that no one 
intervenes. With adults making all 
the rules, youngsters don't always 
feel that they are the masters of their 
bodies. 

Therefore, one of the most impor- 
tant things we can teach our children 
is that their bodies do belong to them 
and that if someone, even an uncle, 
teacher or babysitter, wants to touch 
them when they feel wrong about it, 
they’re right to. act on that feeling 
and to set limits. 

Parents can demonstrate that they 
will afford protection from an un- 
wanted touch by backing up a child s 
dislike of being indiscriminately fon- 
dled. In the supermarket and at 
parties when people kiss and hug 
children, or pinch their cheeks, in- 
stead of apologizing for the child s 
“unsociable” behaviour when he re- 
coils or cries, the parent can inform 
the fondler that the child is trying to 
communicate something. The know- 
ledge that it is acceptable to resist an 
adult may be crucial for the child if 
sexually assaulted. 

Youngsters often offer important 
information in the most offhand 
way, and parents are advised to 
really listen when their kids talk. 
Statements such as vague express- 
ions of dislike for a particular adult, 
and a comment about the funny 
underwear of a neighbour should 
flas h red lights before the parents, 
eyes. And if a child is reluctant to go 
to a particular place, the -parents 
should find out what the hesitation 
signifies. 

Youth investigators Carmiel and 
. Shlechter stress the importance of 
teaching children to airt against 
adults who make them feel uncom- 
fortable. They should be taught to 
say “no!" and “enough!" and even 
when asked a favour to know that it 
is legitimate to refuse. 

Shlechter adds that although it is 
hard to know what limits to impress 
upon a child without making him too - 
fearful, it is wise to teach him that 
never, for any reason whatsoever, 
should he go anywhere with a stran- 
ger. And kids should learn that their J 
own feelings will tell them when the 
behaviour of someone they know is 
out of bounds. 

“Teach them to yell, to scream, to 
fight back," says Eli Shmelzer. “Just 
as you teach a child how to cross the * 
street carefully, give him all the 
information he needs for dealing 
with an assault, If you don't, if you 
neglect this crucial facet of his educa- 
tion; :yoa are leavingyour .youngster 
to fend for himself in a tough, harsh 
world. ”

The Ministry of Health has de- 
cided not to stop treatment in Israel 
altogether, but to limit use of the 
'hormone only to cases in which stop- 
ping treatment would endanger the 
'life of the patient. 

Prof. Zvi Laron, director of the 
Institute of Pediatric and Adolescent 
'Endocrinology at Kupat Halim's 
Beilinson Medical Centre, who is 
. .'responsible for die growth hormone 
programme in Israel, clarified the 

- issue after the announcement in the 
New York Times of April 20 that the 
federal government had halted dis- 
tribution of the hormone as a safety 
precaution.

Growth hormone controversy 


Gloria Deutsch 


“The three patients who died had 
been treated with a drug produced 
by foe National Pituitary Agency 
before 1977. It is a hormone pro- 
duced by the human pituitary gland 
and purified for clinical purposes. At 
first, collected pituitaries were kept 
in acetone which killed all the living 
viruses in tire tissue, but it meant that 
the yield was relatively low. 

“Later it was found that freezing 
pituitaries for storage yielded more 
growth hormone, but might also pre- 
serve viruses. We have not used any 
U.S.-produced growth hormone as 
there has always been a great shor- 
tage of the precious drug and there 
was none to spare for export." 


The hormone is administered to 
children who show retarded growth 
and are found to be deficient in the 
substance. After extensive examina- 
tion and recording of medical histor- 
ies, it is prescribed by injection, 
either daily, or at least three times a 
week. 

In Israel the production of growth 
hormone and its use began in 1963, 
and so far 164 children have been 
treated. Says Laron: “We have not 
encountered any complications in 
any of our patients which resemble 
those described in the U.S." 

The reason for Laron's confidence 
is that for the first 10 years the 
hormone produced in Israel and 
Europe was collected in acetone. In 
1974 production in Israel was stop- 
ped because pituitaries, which are 
collected from cadavers, were no 


longer available due to pressure 
from Orthodox aides to stop autop- 
sies. 

In the last 10 years, Israel has been 
buying the drug from three Euro- 
pean producers. 

“The pituitaries were not infected 
by a pathogenic virus and the labor- 
atories we buy from have taken great 
precautions against possible viral 
contamination,” says Laron. “In the 
last few years, the procedure in the 
U.S. for producing human growth 
hormone has improved, as the 
laboratory method has changed. I 
doubt if patients treated in the last 
few years would have been in- 
fected." 

S tunnel Elgrabli, spokesman for 
the Ministry of Health, said they 
agreed with Laron’s view that there 
was no danger to Israeli children 
who have been treated or will be 
treated in the future. 

However, no new cases will be 
undertaken for the time being. 


Up for adoption: Child of Hie month 


OREN, 7*5, is a handsome, cheerful 
boy with mocca-coloured skin and 
dark curly hair. Like other children 
his age he loves to sing, draw, jump 
and run, play football and basketball 
and tell jokes. He’d love to learn 
how to swim. 

But he isn’t really like other seven- 
and-a-half year olds. Oren doesn't 
have a family. Although he’s been 
available for adoption for almost a 
year, and waits impatiently day after 
day, his "advanced" age and the fact 
that he studies in a special school 
have scared off prospective adoptive 
parents. 

Oren is in the first-grade and he 
can read a bit, and write, and knows 
all about numbers. Sometimes he 
doesn't speak dearly, dropping the 
ends off his words, but no one seems 
to know the reason for that. His 


social worker and bis teachers say 
that once he gets enough love, atten- 
tion and stimulation to make up for 
at least part of what he's missed, 
most of his difficulties will dis- 
appear. 

. Once, long ago, Oren did have 
parents. He had a mother and a 
father who neglected him so serious- 
ly that he spent a good part of his first 
years in hospital, recuperating from 
sores and infections. 

That's all behind him now, for he 
lives in a children’s institution with 
others who, like himself, have no 
family. But although Oren is very 
attached to the staff, and gentle with 
the toddlers, he says firmly that 
they’re just not his family, “not the- 
real kind, who love you and take 
care of you and who are really 
yours.”

, TEL AVIV. - "The economic fool’s 
paradise in which we lived the past 
few years is over; the easy life is 
over, now we have to buckle down 
and work hard,” Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin on Thursday told 
several hundred industrialists. 

They met at a study day on the 
Memorandum of Agreement with 
the American government 
(M.O.A.) which allows Israeli pro- 
ducers to compete on equal terms 
with American manufacturers in 
selling to the U.S. military establish- 
ment. 

The study day. held on the occa- 
sion of a visit by a 12-man delegation 
from the U.S., was sponsored by the 
Ministry of Defence, the Manufac- 
tures Association and the Israel- 
America Chamber of Commerce. 

Rabin noted that the recently 
signed Free Trade Area Agreement 
had opened wide opportunities to 
Israelis to export to the U.S.; the 
M.O.A., although signed in 1977, 
has not been really “explored for its 


potentials.” , _ 

But Rabin pointed out that Israeli 

industrialists would have to mend 
their ways- Until now. they had a 
sort of “easy life" selling w -rte 
Israeli military establishment. But 
the defence ministry was cutting 
down on its budget by some $400 
□jjQjon in die current fiscal year, and 
this meant much fewer aquzstions. 
The manufacturers would have to 
look for new markets, and the 
opportunities were in the U.S. “but 
you have to go out and find them . 

The defence minister stressed that 
“selling to the Americans is not like 
selling to the Israelis.” He implied 
that in Israel, the industrialists first 
made a product and then convinced 
the ministry to buy it; in the U.S., 
one had to study the market and 
adjust products To the needs of the 
buyers. “In the U.S., the buyer is 
always right." 

After the end of the study day, 
Zalman Shalev. of the Manufactur- 
ers Association Presidium, said “we 
were amazed at the turnout. We 
expected about 70 participants; 249

The three biggest Israeli banks 
dropped down in the list of the 
world's biggest banks, for the second 
year running, according to the 
American journal Institutional In- 
vestor. 

The magazine's ranking is based 
on total assets and showed Bank 
Leumi slipping from 87 to 93, but 
still clinging to a'place in the top 100 
banks in the world. 

This was more than Hapoalim 
could manage, since it fell from 97 to 
106 during 1984. Bank Discount 
found itself at 158 in the 1984 rank- 
ings. 

The top ten banks in the world, at 
least as far as size goes, include two 
American, five Japanese and three 
French banks. 

Gulf Arabs don’t 
miss Coca-Cola 

ABU DHABI (Reuter). - Coca-’ 
Cola is still banned in Arab countries 
of the Gulf region, under Arab 
League boycott of Israel regulations. 

It is almost forgotten in this part of 
the world, where Pepsi-Coia is 
favoured. Coca-Cola is known here 
only to travellers who can afford to 
visit European and other countries. 

. ..Gulf Arabs who travel to Egypt also , 
. say they drink it there and like U. 

■ ’* *T don't miss Coda-Cola here in 
the Gulf, but when I see it in Egypt I 
can’t resist the urge to drink it,” said 
So hair Kaxnal, a schoolteacher in 
Bahrain. “Coca-Cola has been ban- 
ned here more than 20 years now. 
People can live without it.” 

In Abu Dhabi, shop-keeper Rajeh 
Suleiman said. “We like Coca-Cola 
only when we see it. As long as it is 
away from our sight, we don’t really 
care about it.” 

Another shopkeeper in Abu Dha- 
bi said that “Coca-Cola to me has 
become one of the symbols of the 
Israeli usurpation of Palestine. To 
me and my family it is taboo. We 
won't taste it until Palestine is re- 
gained.” 

W. German Air Force 
may work with Israel

BONN. - The West German Air 
Force may consider closer coopera- 
tion with Israel following the visit to 
| Israel earlier this month by Air 
Force Commander Lt.-Gen. 
Eberhard Eimler, according to 
Israeli sources. Eimler was shown 
the technological capability of 
potential Israeli partners, such as the 
Israel Aircraft Industries, the 
sources said. 

Experts in Bonn said Germany is 
keeping a watch on.U.S.-Israel con- 
tacts on possible Israeli participation 
in Star Wars research. U.S. interest 
in Israeli cooperation in some adv- 
anced fields of the research prog- 
ramme is viewed by Germany as 
showing regard for Israel's know- 
how, the experts said. j 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
U.S. economy showed sharply stron- 
ger growth in the current April- June 
period, with the Gross National Pro- 
duct (GNP) rising at a 3.1% annual 
rate, the commerce department said 
last week. 

„ The GNP. which is the nation’s 
output in goods and services, rosea 
dismal 0.3% in the first quarter of 
the year, worse than the depart- 
ment’s previous estimate of a 0.7% 
increase during January until March. 

The so-called “flash” estimate of 
GNP for the second quarter, issued 
Thursday, is also subject to revision. 

At the same time, the Labour 
Department reported that consumer 
prices rose a modest two-tenths of 
one per cent in May, or 3.7% over 
the past 12 months. 

Currency markets, interpreting 
the data as indicating steady growth 
and moderate inflation, bid up the 
price of the dollar against major 
currencies. 

The Commerce Department said 
improvements in the trade balance 
should help in the second quarter. 

Economists attribute much of the 
slow growth to a surge of imports in 
the fust quarter resulting from the 
strength of the dollar. 

• But the dollar has weakened- 
somewhat, which should help U.S; 
exports and improve the domestic 
economy, they say. 

The Reagan Administration, wor- 
ried that a severe slowdown would 
worsen the huge Federal budget de- 
ficit, welcomed the latest economic 
reports. 

“The worst of the slowdown prob- 
ably is behind us and we should be

U.S. retaliates over EEC citrus duties 


WASHINGTON. (Reuter) - 
President Reagan last week raised 
tariffs on imports of Pasta products 
from European Community coun- 
tries in retaliation for “unreasonable 
and discriminatory’’ tariffs on U.S. 
citrus fruit. 

The White House announced the 
action after the U.S. trade repre- 
sentative found that the Community 
had granted preferential treatment 
to orange and lemon imports from 
non-Community Mediterranean 
countries like Morocco and Israel. 

The Community's alleged prefer- 
ence had drawn protests from citrus 
fruit growers in Florida, Arizona and 


California, and the U.S. Govern-

WIMBLEDON PREVIEW 


Despite Paris McEnroe, 
Navratilova favoured again 


LONDON (Reuter). - After their 
failures at the French Open, John 
McEnroe and Martina Navratilova 
can be expected to make spirited 
defences of their Wimbledon titles 
when the championships begin here 
tomorrow. Both have much to gain. 

McEnroe, wfto has won Wimble- 
don three of the last four years, 
might have found his resolve waning 
if he had realized his main aim for 
19S5Jjy winning the French title for 
the urst time. But his semifinal de- 
feat by eventual champion Mats 
Wilander of Sweden will have re- 
newed the urgency of McEnroe’s 
approach to this event as he nears 
the kind of domination enjoyed by 
his predecessor as king of Wimble- 
don. Bjorn Borg. 

Wimbledon can be expected to 
bring out McEnroe's best tennis as 
he attempts to regain a domination 
of the Grand Slam events which has 
waned since he added his fourth 
U.S. Open title last September. 

The 26-year -old American has a remarkable 
affinity with grass rants, where hfe great speed 
and lightning reflexes gfre him sod] an edge. He 
has had a op and down 1985 so far, starting 
wcB by winning the Grand Pro masters U.S. 
indoor events and foOowtag up wrtb ridoras in 
HMDtoo. MBu and Chicago. 

But after he was uDset bv 
Sweden's Joakim Nystrom in the 
quarter-finals at the WCT finals in 
Dallas early in May. McEnroe main- 
tained that he had not been playing 
well all year. That and later defeats 
have not been enough to cost him his 
No. 1 ranking, but his pride has been 
dented and his reputation tarnished. 

Navratilova has been more suc- 
cessful. But her defeat in the Paris 
final to Chris Lloyd was more costly, 
dropping her to second place behind 
her great rival for the first time in 
three years. 

But Paris was only Navratilova's 
second defeat of 1985. the other 
coming against Hana Mdndlikova of 
Czechoslovakia early in the year. 

But Lloyd also won the Australian 
Open last December after Navratilo- 


va had been beaten by Helena Soko- 
va in the semifinals, and her eleva- 
tion to the No. 1 spot caused Wimb- 
ledon organizers problems. 

They solved it by naming Lloyd 
and Navratilova the joint top seeds, 
the first time they have resorted to 
that solution.

LONDON (Reuter). - Tennis 
brought American star Chris Evert 
and British idol John Lloyd together 
in what looked like a perfect love 
match - but the fiercely competitive 
sport also drove them apart. 

As the gap widened between their 
tennis careers, the first cracks 
appeared in a five-year marriage that 
had been lived around the globe, in 
and out of suitcases on gruelling 
international circuits. 

Bui Evert stayed ahead while 
Lloyd slumped to 356th in the rank- 
’ ines- As her. respect for him eyapo-; 
rated, they derided on a trial separa- 
tion for six months last year. 

Now, back together again and 
rebuilding their lives, the glamorous 
couple have derided to tell then- 
story in a biography speedily com- 
piled by journalist Carol Thatch- 
er, daughter of Britain's Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher. 

In Lloyd on Lloyd published one 
week before Evert bids for a fourth 
Wimbledon singles title, they frank- 
ly chronicle the breakdown of a 
marriage which they managed to 
repair under the unrelenting glare of 
media publicity. 

As Thatcher is quick to point out: 
“Their love stoiy seemed to have 
been set in a sort of fantasy-land 
dreamed up by the media.” 

Evert said at a news conference to 
launch the book that it was written to 
set the record straight about their 
relationship. 

“There are certain responsibilities 
you have to the public and the press 
when you are in the public eye,” she 
said. 

It was at Wimbledon in 1978 that 
Evert, the world's number one play- 
er. who had dated tennis ace Jimmy 
Connors and Hollywood star Burt 
Reynolds, fell in love with Lloyd, the 
handsome and dashing British play- 
er with a career on the rise. 

But. after the whirlwind romance 
and the glamorous white wedding, 
came the return to the relentless 
pressure of world tennis. 

Evert suddenly dropped to third in 


the world rankings, took time oft in 
1980 and returned refreshed to claw 
her way back to the top. 

Lloyd, lacking her motivation and 
iron will, let his career slump into the 
doldrums. “Respect is very impor- 
tant in a marriage and I started losing 
respect for John,” his wife confesses 
in the book. “I just got angry be- 
cause he is a great athlete but was 
wasting his potential.” 

Lloyd, who then clambered back 
up tiie rankings to 37th, and rebuilt 
his marriage and his career, tells 
Thatcher “Separation was the start 
of Chris, ,and. I getting back- 
together.”.- 

The book reveals two hugely diffe- 
rent temperaments as the golden 
couple in their early 30's contem- 
plate retirement 'on an eight-figure 
fortune built up almost exclusively 
on her talent and remorseless perfec- 
tionism. 

Evert, who has won at least one 
Grand Slam event 12 years in a row, 
talk.*; eagerly of giving more time to 
the product she commercially en- 
. dorses, setting up a tennis camp and 
pursuing her off-court involvement 
in the Women’s Tennis Association. 

In stark contrast, John says: ‘Tm 
- not panicking, but I’m concerned 
that I haven't yet pinpointed some- 
thing which will get me out of bed 
each morning. I don't want to just 
drift, but that’s a danger since I have 
a tendency to be lazy.” 

But the intensely loyal Evert, who 
comes from a staunchly Catholic 
family from Fort Lauderdale, is 
quick to brush oft the imbalance in 
their professional careers and- bank 
accounts. 

“John is a quality guy with a lot of 
dignity and class, but he doesn’t have 
a big ego and I saw that he would not 
feel threatened either by my money 
or my fame,” Evert says. 

Lloyd has always been known on 
the tennis circuit as a “Mister Nice 
Guy” and Thatcher, with a touch of 
irony, refers to Evert in the book as 
“The Iron Lady” - a name more 
commonly associated with the au-

Foot-faulting 

To the Sports Editor. 

To Sir. - With reference to the 
article in The Jerusalem Post on June 
16 about the Davis Cup Tie against 
Holland. 1 wish to make a few com- 
ments. 

The article gives the impression 
that footfaults “called with pride” 
derided the crucial doubles match 
and influenced the match between 
Glickstein and Schapers. This is un- 
fair to the Israeli players as well as to 
the linesmen, who performed well, 
as was confirmed by the experienced 
Rumanian referee. 

The correct technique for calling a 
footfault is to look down at the 
baseline only and to observe the 
player's feet, while listening to the 
sound of the hit of the serve. It is the 
moment that the ball is hit that 
counts. Until this moment the player 
must not cuter the court, although 
he may be in the air above the court 
if be jumps while serving. 

Hence it does not take “superhu- 
man eyesight" to call a footfault and 
a trained line-judge has no difficulty 
making accurate calls - he is also 
best-positioned to do so. 

Sony, but the Israeli players were 
not footfaulting and that is why foot- 
faults were called against the Dutch 
players only. Footfaulting is a clear 
violation of the tennis law and 
should be called by the baseline- 


judge on every occasion no matter 
whether it is the first or Che second 
serve.

Training in Europe

TEL AVIV. - The national soccer 
squ3d of 22 players will this summer 
spend a month abroad with coach 
Yosef Mirimowitch. preparing for 
the World Cup qualifying matches in 
the autumn, against Taiwan. Austra- 
lia and New Zealand. 

The contingent leaves on July 21 
for Munich, where, in addition to a 
closed training camp, the Israeli 
team will play two games against 
German clubs. On August 4. the 
squad is scheduled to leave foT 
Bisham Abbey, near London, which 
is a national sports tr ainin g centre. 
In England, the Israel team has 
fixtures against Ipswich on August 9 
and Tottenham Hotspur, at White 
Hart Lane r on August 13. but a 
question mark now hovers over 
these games following the FIFA ban 
on English clubs playing against 
foreign teams even in friendly 
matches. 

“The reason for our going abroad 
for tr aining is that I cannot get the 
most from the players in the summer 
heat of Israel,” Mirimowitch told me 
this week. The players will have 
some days of tight tr ainin g before 
departure, so as to be at least 50 per 
cent fit for the games in Germany. 
Mirimowiich said he had been prom- 
ised by Maccabi Haifa and Betar 
Jerusalem that their international 
players, like Obaua. MalmilJian. 
Armeli. Rosenthal and Selektor will 
not be fielded for all the Inter-Toto 
matches here and in Europe, in 
order not to put further strain on 
these plavers. 

It already emerges that Mirimo- 
witch will field a virtually unchanged 
team from that which, at the end of 
last season, showed their best form 
against Sweden (1-1). Anderiecbt 
(1-1) and Vasco de Gama (4-2). 

“It is a great pity that the team 
could not just continue to the World 
Cup matches. The summer break 
means we have to start again to 
regain our rhythm, teamwork and 
motivation,” the national team 
coach said. 

Asked about the introduction of 
new faces to the team, Mirimowitch 


said. “Forme it is not a question of 
the age of a player. He is either good 
for the team, or not. The question I 
aslf myself, after giving the matter 
deep thought, is whether the new 
talents are good enough to replace 
the players who have proved them- 
selves. I judge by what happens on 
the field, not by reports of team 
coaches or other tipsters,” the coach 
explained. 

“My door is open to all new ta- 
lents. but. from what I have seen so 
far. the best youngsters are not quite 
ripe to take the place of such stal- 
warts as Rifat Turk. Arie Haviv (in 
goal), and others.” he added. “But it 
is good that players like Motti Iwa- 
nir, Rotmi Rosenthal and Eyal Beg- 
leibter are ready to step into rhe side, 
should players like Moshe Sinai or 
Zahi Armeli bit bad form.” 

The one new player who may have 
made it to the team for the World 
Cup campaign is Efinaim Arbiv of 
Shhnshon. “I spotted him some time 
ago and kept my eye on him. Given 
Ins chance, be performed well and he 
is more of an attacking player than 
Yaacov Eckhaus or Shlomo Kirat.” 
the coach said. 

The disappointing results of 
Hapoel Tel Aviv last season seemed 
to affect the confidence of such a fine 
player as Sinai. He became shy of 
shooting, preferring to add just 
another pass, until Mirimowitch had 
some serious personal talks with 
him. Sinai showed some of his best 
form in Israel’s last games of the 
season. 

Mirimowitch did not include 
Oded Machuess. the Petab Tikva 
striker, in his 22. “I went many times 
to see him play because Oded has 
undoubted talent, but his form is 
simply too erratic and he was at his 
best only late in the season. Eli 
Ohana is a similar type of player in 
the opponent’s box. while Armeli 
and Rosenthal are strong frontrun- 
ners.” 

Israel plays Taiwan twice al 
Ramat Gan, on September 3 and 8. 
and it is these games that concern 
Mirimowitch most, at this point. 

“We cannot allow ourselves to be

over-confident. I expect us lo face a 
team that knows soccer technique 
and that will be aiming to surprise 
us.” Mirimowitch. who has. been 
national team coach for two years, 
said. 

Australia visit here on October 8. 
Mirimowitch has done his home- 
work on what could prove Israels' 
strongest opponents in the Oceania 
group. The Australian game is influ- 
enced by the Greek. Yugoslav and 
Scots team Down Under, players 
from these club teams, adding flair 
to the more direct, strong English 
style. “The Australians have an 
added advantage over us in that the 
World Cup games come at the end of 
their league season, giving valuable 
continuity to their play.” Mirimo- 
witch said. 

Israel travels to Australia for the 
return match on October 20. and six 


days later plays the first lee aivai 
against New Zealand. Miriniowiieh 
described the New Zealanders as 
“an enthusiastic team.” They play 
here on November 1 1 . 

Should Israel come out top of the 
four nation Oceania group or. the 
night of that date. Mirimowitch and 
his squad can prepare for their 
toughest obstacle on the road to 
Mexico. 

They would then have to play 
away on November 20 againM the 
second-placed team of European 
Group 7. which may be Spain or 
Scotland, or Wales - all tcr> power- 
ful soccer machines. The return 
match at Ramat Gan would be on 
December 4. If Israel gets that fat. it 
will have been a fine achietement. 
and a 40.000 crowd will be there to 
cheer the team on.

A very mixed-up squad

Israel's national basketball team 
returned home last week after com- 
peting in the European Cham- 
pionship with mixed results and even 
more mixed emotions. The ninth 
place finish relegates Israel to group 
“B” competition in the next cham- 
pionship in two years. The dis- 
appointment about not reaching the 
final eight in the competition is 
overshadowed only by the manner in 
which Israel missed out. 

It was really tragic. The luck of the 
draw gave Israel two weak oppo- 
nents, Holland and Bulgaria, and 
one dark horsj, Czechoslovakia, as 
their first three matches. At the end. 
they played two strong teams, Ger- 
many and Italy. Yet Israel lost all 
three opening games, in each case 
blowing half-time leads. Against the 
Czechs, Israel had even built up a 
20-point lead, but, in the end gave it 
all back. Finally, after being all but 
counted out, the side upset Germany 
and Italy on successive nights, but it 
proved to be much too late. 

The big question is how did Israel 
let those early gariies slip away? 
Salvaging just one of the three open- 
ing losses would have changed ev- 
erything. 

Nobody expected miracles from 
tiie Israeli contingent. The team, 
although loaded with shooters, 
didn’t have the dominating big men 
so necessary at this level of competi- 
tion. Asit was, John Willis and Steve 
Schlacter both did yeoman jobs dur- 
ing the tourney, but neither of them 
pretends to be a Lavonne Mercer 
type (Mercer becomes eligible for 
Israel next year). 

It was clear from the beginning 
that, for Israel to win games, they 
would have to out-run. out-gun and 
outsmart the competition. They 
weren’t going to be able to bully 
anyone. More than that! they would 
have to exhibit impeccable offensive 
and defensive team-work for the full 
40 minutes of each game. Although 
there were lapses from time to time 
in all these categories, h is really the 
last item on tiie agenda that became 
the straw that broke the camel's 
back. The team amply did not get its 
act together until the fourth game 
against Germany. They showed mo- 
ments of brilliance in all of the 


opening three games, but were not 
able to sustain the leads they gained. 

It would be easy to place all the 
blame on national coach Zvi Sherf 
for nor having his team ready. To do 
so would be unfair. The reality is that 
the Israel Basketball Association 
knew of this championship tourna- 
ment for two years. Practice games 
should have been scheduled, so that 
the players, most of whom were 
already in good condition from hav- 
ing just completed a regular season, 
could have been spending more time 
getting used to playing as a team in 
competitive games. Instead they 
were faced with two-a-day practice 
sessions, two games against a weak 
Belgian team, three friendly match- 
es against a diluted Greek team and 
two games against an out-of-shape 
and non-team-oriented group of loc- 
al All Stars. The mistake of not 
providing the proper verve to pre- 
pare for such an important competi- 
tion is unforgivable. 

So Zvi Sheri, prone to youthful 
tactical errors, is to be congratulated 
for his overall handling of a difficult 
situation. The players themselves 
deserve plaudits for fighting back 
from adversity and managing to gain 
four victories in a difficult situation 
against the toughest teams in 
Europe. , 

Two positive sidelights arose from 
the European championships.

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Courage of conviction pays 


The Liberal leaders opposing a full merger between the 
Liberal Party and Herat into a united Likud party deserve 
praise for their courage of conviction and their tenacity against 
seeming odds. Early Friday morning’s ballot gave them 46 per 
cent of the Liberal convention votes, an achievement they did 
not anticipate in their wildest dreams. 

What seemed a “sold” convention, was turned around on 
the convention floor, in good part also thanks to the clever 
political maneuvering of Liberal Party chairman Yitzhak 
Moda'i who prefenred a tactical alliance with the anti-merger 
forces to an alignment with the three Liberal- Likud ministers 
who were p ushing for an unconditional merger with Herat. 

Friday’s vote represents a resounding defeat for Ministers 
Gideon Patt, Avraham Sharir and Moshe Nissim who fully 
supported the merger agreement hammered out several 
months ago by Mr. Nissim and Herat's Deputy Prime Minister 
.David Levy, in any normal political environment party leaders 
suffering such a defeat would draw their own personal conclu- 
sions, but this cannot, of course, be expected in a run of the mill 
Israeli party. 

Apart from the great moral victoiy which the group headed 
by Tel Aviv Mayor Shiomo Lahat and Jewish Agency Chair- 
man Arye Dulzin can register for itself, Friday's vote may have 
broader political implications. Even if some of the 187 votes 
opposing the merger may have come from the Nissim-Sharir- 
Patt camp in order to spite party leader Moda'i, the immediate 
effect of this vote will be that a foil merger of the Likud will 
have to be put off indefinitely. 

The mere fact that twenty years after the establishment of 
Gahal - the original Herat-Liberal bloc - the two parties are in 
no way nearer a full merger speaks for itself. Even if an 
independent Liberal Party list could not be expected to get 
more than five or six seats in the Knesset, the strong opposition 
to the full merger which eventually could lead to the breaking 
up of the Likud in its present form, does indicate that the 
Liberal Party faithful are increasingly concerned with the 
growing nationalist, right-wing trends prevalent among their 
Herat partners. 

Recent polls showing serious gains for the ultra-nationalist 
Tehiya party and for Meir Kahane’s Kach list have apparently 
convinced Herat leaders that they have to step up their playing 
of the nationalist game. Taking the hitherto docile Liberal 
Party leadership for granted, every statement by Herat leaders 
speaks for the Likud as a whole. 

That may not remain the same after Friday's Liberal 
convention* vote. Conservative economic and social policies of 
a centre party, such as the Liberals used to be many years ago, 
do not mean nationalist populist trends of the kind Herat has 
been pushing for. 

If Friday's Liberal convention will have added some en- 
couragement and support to the voices of reason and modera- 
tion in Israel’s polarized society, that alone will be an important 
achievement. 


Successful visit 


JT IS MUCH to President Chaim Heizog's personal credit that 
his state visit to Ireland last week - the first official visit by an 
Israeli president to a European country in 30 years- was such a 
success. He could not have picked a worse week for a visit to his 
native Ireland and had every good reason to call it off at the last 
moment. 

: First there were protests by Irish pro-PLO and IRA-Sinn 
Fein groups against the visit, accompanied by demands re- 
flected in the Irish press that it be cancelled. Then came the 
unfortunate incident between the Finnish Unifil contingent and 
the Israel-supported South Lebanese Army which was im- 
mediately linked to Dublin's ongoing criticism of Israel’s and 
the SLA’s attitude towards Ireland’s own contingent in Unifil, 
which has an Irish commander. 

To top it all, three days before the president's departure for 
Dublin, Shi’ite fanatics hijacked a TWA airliner, focusing their 
demands on the release of over 700 Shi’ite prisoners held by 
Israel. 

Yet, President Herzog remained undeterred and decided to 
go ahead with his original plans. Relying on his .gift for 
articulate speech, the president knew that he would be able to 
present Israel’s points of view in their proper proportion, even 
ixf a seemingly adverse situation. And indeed he proved his 
mettle, as he has done many times before, taking on official 
criticism by the Irish government and disproportionate distor- 
tions by the Irish press. 

As if even tougher tests were needed for the president, on the 
second day of his visit an officer of the Irish Unifil contingent 
came to verbal blows with a soldier of the SLA, causing an 
incident which was blown up beyond all proportion by Ireland’s 
two leading dailies. 

Much credit is also due to Ireland's president, prime minis ter 
and foreign minister, who went out of their way to make 
President Herzog and his entourage feel at home. The Irish 
people took their cue and accorded the Herzogs a warm 
welcome, showing their appreciation for the “local boy” who 
made good. 

Apart from the sentimental journey to the president’s 
boyhood locales, recalling the role of his late father. Chief 
Rabbi Isaac Halevy Herzog, the visit will also have tangible 
political results. Even if Dublin has not yet agreed to post a 
resident ambassador in Israel, agreement was reached to waive 
visa requirements for Israelis travelling to Ireland and trade 
relations between both countries in the fields of industry, 
agriculture and high technology can be expected to be stepped 
up in the near future. 

Ireland, which is an important member of the European 
community is likely to review favourably its attitude towards 
Israel following President Herzog’s state visit, all of which 
amounts to a successful outcome.

KING HUSSEIN'S plan for peace 
between bis country, the Palestinian 
Arabs, and Israel has been followed 
by a five-point plan by Prime Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres. 

Both plans were aimed in no small 
measure at international, especially 
American, public opinion (Israel has 
happily relearned die lesson that in 
the realm of public relations it won't 
do just to say "no"). 

Still, it is 'probably safe to predict 
that if and when the parties actually 
sit down at the negotiating table, 
both these original plans will give 
way. in some major aspects, to new. 
American-sponsored ideas. 

There is, of course, nothing wrong 
with that, as long as these ideas do 
not run counter to some of the 
fundamental factors of the conflict. 

In this respect, the 1982 Reagan 
Peace plan, stating in advance what 
America's position would be on 
some of the most critical and con- 
troversial aspects of the problem 
(sovereignty, Jerusalem, etc.) had 
not been very helpful to the cause of 
peace.

THE MIDDLE EAST has under- 
gone significant changes in the seven 
years since Camp David. Some of 
these have been negative, others 
positive. On the one hand, the 
famous "momentum" of the 1970s 
peace process has almost come to a 
complete stop, in part because most 
of the prime-movers have dis- 
appeared from the scene. The six- 
year-old Egyptian-Israeli peace trea- 
ty, however, has changed the situa- 
tion in the area to a greater extent 
than is sometimes recognized. 

To this one must add the weaken- 
ing of the Soviet Union's diplomatic 
position - and, inversely, the streng- 
thening (in spite of the Lebanese 
debacle) of that of the U.S. 

Other important factors have 
been the evaporation of Arab oil- 
power, the Iraq- Iran war, the gener- 
al weakening of the pan-Arabist 
spirit among most Arab states and. 
lastly, the Lebanon war and its re- 
verberations among which one must 
count the still-continuing demise of 
the PLO. 

Whatever the war’s other results, 
it has had a positive spill-over in so 
far as it may have convinced Hussein 
that tbe PLO and Arafat are now a 
shadow of their former selves and 
that he can afford to try to come to 
tenns with Israel, while outwardly 
embracing Arafat and still profes- 
sing to recognize the PLO’s role in 
speaking for the Palestinians. 

The U.S., too. probably regards 
the PLO as an increasingly spent 
force and, therefore, would be in- 
clined to go along with Hussein’s 
reasoning. One potentially danger- 
ous effect of this, however, could be 


AT THIS POINT one must examine 
Israel's position. Both major part- 
ners in Israel's national unity gov- 
ernment call for peace talks with 
Jordan without prior conditions, but 
there are differences in approach 
between the Likud and Labour. 

Whereas the Likud insists that 
Israel should not budge from the 
letter and spirit of Camp David. 
Labour is obviously less committed 
to this stand - though it also believes 
Camp David should inform Israel's 
opening stance. 

One must admit that there is a 
certain lack of logic in asking Jordan, 
which never was a party to Camp 
David, to accept it as the one and 
only formal basis for talks with 
Israel. 

It is the spirit and the principles of 
Camp David which are important, 
not the formal structure. Besides, 
ever, from the point of view of 
Israel's self-interest, one could make 
a case for being more flexible as to 
the formal frame of reference for the 
talks. On certain important ques- 
tions Camp David was purposely less 
than crysral-clear.and the concrete 
situation in Judea. Samaria and 
Gaza has, after all, greatly changed 
in the meantime. Furthermore, for 
obvious reasons, in future talks with 
Jordan, it might be advisable to 
distance ourselves from the Camp 
David precedent in at least one re- 
spect - namely the complete with- 
drawal from Sinai. 

Even if the Likud's and Labour's 
divergent interpretations of talks 
"without prior conditions" should 
be overcome, the chances of the 
negotiations abutting in a formal 
Israel -Jordanian peace agreement in 
the foreseeable future must be 
deemed less than hopeful. Any for- 
mal change in Israel's approach 
would lead to immediate dissolution 
of the national unity government 
and to new elections. This might not 
be a bad idea, in view of the govern- 
ment’s poor performance in the eco- 
nomic sphere, but since most Israelis 
are generally “hawkish,’’ it should 
be suicidal for Labour to fight an 
election campaign on the issue of the 
future of Judea and Samaria and tbe 
security of Israel’s eastern borders. 

Jordan's official position is that 
though it is not averse to negotiating 
a peace-agreement with Israel,- it will 
not agree to anything -less than a 


complete return of all the “territor- 
ies.'' including East-Jerasalem. 

This is not just an opening gambit; 
Hussein genuinely seems to believe 
that if. after having lost in battle 
'‘sacred Arab land" and Islam s holy 
shrines, were he to sign them away 
officially in a peace-agreement with 
Israel, he, a direct descendant of the 
Prophet, and the entire bouse of 
Hashem. will stand eternally conde- 
mned in Arab history. 

It is mainly for this reason that the 
formula of ‘‘territorial comprom- 
ise." still officially held to by the 
Labour Party, for instance, must be 
considered a non-starter- unless, as 
some have suggested, Israel were to 
agree to evacuate parts of the West 
Bank in return for something less 
than a peace-agreement, e.g. a mere 
Jordanian declaration of "non- 
belligerency" - a situation that has 
existed anyway for the last IS years. 

The Likud's "solution" is no less 
intractable than the “territorial com- 
promise" scheme. Not only do the 
Begin and Shamir governments car- 
ry their share of the blame for the 
autonomy scheme never having got- 
ten off the ground, but when Yitzhak 
Shamir 'now declares that “after 
Camp David Israel has nothing 
further to concede, and that peace 
will come only when the Arabs will 
accept Israel as it is," one wonders 
about the exact meaning of this 
somewhat fustian declaration. 

Does Shamir propose maintaining 
Israel's military government in 
Judea. Samaria and Gaza for ever, 
or nor? Does “Israel as it is" mean 
imposing Israeli sovereignty over the 
“territories," or not? Will 
citizenship and full civil rights be 
granted to the million or so Arabs in 
Judea. Samaria arid Gaza, or not? 

All these questions, and many 
others, ultimately require an 
answer, which the Likud does not 
able to supply. Historically, 
as well as legally and morally, 
Israel's claim to full sovereignty over 
Judea. Samaria and Gaza stands on 
firmer ground than anybody else’s. 
But in practice, realizing this claim 
to its full extent would mean (unless 
one accepts Meir Kahane's logic) 
sacrificing either the Jewishness of 
the Jewish State or its democratic 
character-or perhaps both.

MOST ISRAELI and non-Israeli 
military experts agree that the de- 
fence of Israel's eastern border and 
main population centres would be 
untenable without its keeping milit- 
ary control over large areas in Judea 
and Samaria. A similar situation 
exists with regard to the Gaza Strip. 


Half-baked ideas uf 
militarization or electronic warnmg- 
systems can be no ^bstimtefor an 
Israeli presence in places whren. as -a 
result of geographical and topog- 
raphical conditions, dominate 
Israel's pre-'67 area to such an extent 
that its security and even its very 
existence would otherwise be put in 
jeopardy. What’s more, in light of 
Israel’s experience in Lebenon, this 
country is not enthusiastic about a 
West Bank or Gaza version of Uni- 
fil. 

Realistic negotiations must focus 
on how a Palestinian Arab identity 
could express itself politically, eco- 
nomically and culturally in ways that 
would not jeopardize Israel's secur- 
ity. In theory, partitioning the West 
Bank seems* to some people a suit- 
able solution. In practice, it is im- 
possible. 

Any possible settlement must,, 
therefore, be based on the concept 
of a functional compromise, as 
opposed to a territorial one. In other 
words, if the Land- itself cannot be 
divided, it is the functions of gov- 
erning it which should be divided 
between Israel, Jordan, and the 
Palestinian Arabs. 

Ideally, the formula adopted 
should combine a status of a. joint 
legal sovereignty (“condomnnum") 
in the "territories'" with tbe granting 
of foil autonomy to the Arabs resid- 
ing in predominantly Arab popula- 
tion centres (about half of the total 
West Bank area). Palestinian Arabs 
will be citizens of Jordan-Palestine. 
while Jews living in Judea. Samaria 
and Gaza will, of course, be citizens 
of Israel. 

It wou ld be too sanguine to expect 
either Jordan, or the Palestinian 
Arabs to accept this even as a basis 
for discussion at the present time. 
However, one of the scheme's great 
advantages is that Israel could imple- 
ment major portions of it unilateral- 
ly. without this hinging upon Hus- 
sein’s formal acquiescence or re- 
nouncing any of his claims. 

As to the Palestinians, the main- 
stream in tbe West Bank and Gaza 
would probably not feel too unhappy 
(though no one would admit it) with 
a plan abolishing major facets of 
Israel’s military government, grant- 
ing them a large measure of sdf- 
administrati on , and enhancing their 
political standing in Amman; and 
still retaining vital links with tbe 
Israeli economy. 

This, by the way. is probably the 
only political blue-print for accessi- 
bility to Moslem holy places in Jeru- 
salem for Palestinian Arabs living in 
the territories or even in Jordan; all

- Since I suggested in an 
article in the London Sunday paper 
The Observer that we stop cutting 
the flesh of Jewish babies in the 
circumcision ceremony without an 
anaesthetic, I have become some- 
thing of a target. Those who wrote to 
me directly - Jew and Gentile alike - 
overwhelmingly shared my concern. 
But others irrelevantly accused me 
of “vicious attacks" on my fellow- 
Jews and of “denying Jews their 
human right to practise their religion 
according to their conscience . ” 

As a result of a formal complaint. 
The Observer and I were refereed to 
the UK Press Council (a body set up 
to consider complaints about the 
conduct of the press); in effect, we 
had the absurd charge that an article 
arguing against hurting Jewish 
babies was a racist attack on Jews. 
The Press Council acknowledged 
that tbe issue was controversial but 
rejected the complaint. 

Now that the first wave of sound 
and fury has subsided, it may be 
useful to recapitulate the essence of 
my comments, and add something to 
them. Briefly, I argued that cutting a 
baby’s living flesh without anaesthe- 
tic is evidently shocking and painful 
for the baby; it is such a barbarous 
thing to do, that our caring humane 
people would rise up in horror at the 
idea if it were not justified by being a 
religious ceremony; the procedure is 
a carry-over from primitive times in 
the Middle East where historians 
have found it to have been wide- 
spread among ancient Egyptians, 
Syrians, Phoenicians and others; it 
cannot be considered a distinctive 
covenant between God and Israel 
because Moslems do it too - and 
many others, including Christians, 
who consider it a hygienic, healthy 
practice (but have it performed as a 
full surgical operation). 

So none of this is an attack on 
Jews. It is primarily a criticism of 
circumcision without anaesthetic - 
though I also question its relevance 
as a truly distinctive feature. And I 
think it would be humane of the 
Jewish community to continue this 
debate. 

The formal reason for continuing 
the practice in our community - is 
that it obeys the injunction given in 
Genesis, chapter 17: “Ye shall be tir- 
cmndzed in the flesh of your fore- 
skin; and it shall be a token of a 
covenant betwixt Me an you.” And 
that is why the ceremony is called a 
*brit,' a ‘covenant.’ 

Most people today take the Bible, 
including the Tora. as based on his- 
torical events but in the form of a 
symbolic, account of events rather 
than a. literal history or a set of 
injunctions to be followed word for 
word. This is not even a “modern” 
tendency. It is the historical basis of 
the Talmud and of other commen- 
taries by rabbinic thinkers for many 
centuries. 

However, even the literalists will 
find advice within the Holy Books 
themselves that circumcision should 


be taxes as a metaphor. Just look at 
Deuteronomy, chapter 10. It says 
“what doth the Lord thy God re- 
quire of thee, but to fear tbe Lord 
thy God... CSreumise therefore the 
foreskin of your heart and be no 
more stiff-necked.” 

The same book further drives 
home the lesson that circumcision is 
a metaphor: “And the Lord thy God 
will circumcise thy heart” it goes 
on in chapter 30 “and the heart of thy 
seed to love the Lord thy God... that 
thou mayest live." 

Jeremiah was equally emphatic 
about the symbolism rather than the 
sanguinary practice. For after urging 
Israel to return, he continues “thus 
saith the Lord... Circumcise 
yourselves to the Lord and take 
away the foreskins of your heart... 
lest my firry come forth like fire...” 

It is of course natural that Jews 
should feel that there should be a 
distinctive induction ceremony for 
the babies of the community. But the 
quotations show that there are good 
grounds in the Bible as well as in 


modem sentiment, for having 
induction ceremony for Jew 
babies that is a more meaningful 
more spiritual Brit, a true coven. 


Nevertheless, it may be said f ■ 
circumcision remains a unifying c- - 
tom among Jews. I would hope t * 
many Jewish people would feel t • 
the evidence I quote above ( 
there is more) is powerful enough 
circumcision to be rejected as 
essential element of faith. Howe* 
others may feel on sentimental 
traditional grounds that the rif 
should nevertheless continue. 






If that is a widespread react 
then of course, the actual opera- 
will continue - but even in that t 
there is no reason why it she 
continue m a primitive way. witt^ 
anaesthetic. Or. would critics . 
feel that it-is ami- Jewish to sug 
that circumcision be carried 
painlessly for Jewish babies, 
anaesthetic?
